WHATEVER other failures may be charged 
against the Administration, it cannot be said 
that when it wants to send a man to an im- 
portant diplomatic position it ever fails to 
find one whose War record was offensive. Its 
success in hunting up Confederates and Cop- 
perheads for appointment to foreign posts is 
something marvelous. It has hardly made a 
mistake yet. Its latest achievement is the 
selection of Col. Charles Denby of Evans- 
ville, Ind., for the first-class position of Min- 
ister to China. Mr. Denby went into the War 
on the McClellan idea. As soon as President 
Lincoln issued the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion Denby resigned his position in the Union 
army and went home to play Copperhead. 
He was at the frontso long as the sacred 
institution of human slavery was not as- 
sailed, but when it was proposed to touch 
that infamous Southern practice and extir- 
pate the real cause for which the South 
was fighting to destroy the Pnion Denby re 
tired to the rear and took his place among 
the fellow who did not want the colored 
people emancipated. This was sufficient to 
commend him to the Cleveland-Lamar Ad- 
ministration as a good man for honors over 
the heads of Democrats who may have fought 
in the War to. the end.

VOTH AGAINST THE MORTGAGE- 
BOND ISSUE. 

There is a general impression that it is not 
worth while to go to the polls tomorrow, since 
there is only one ticket in the field and the 
present Democratic Cireuit Judges are sure to 
be reélected as they have no opposition. But 
the election of the Judges is not the only issue 
at tomorrow’s election. A proposition is to 
be submitted to authorize the issue of a million 
of new county bonds as a mortgage on tax- 
payers’ property. ‘There is no need for this 
enormous contribution to the county funda. 
The pretext is to niake additions and im- 
provements in the public charity institutions ; 
the real scheme is to divide the money be- 
tween the favorit contractors and the gang 
of Commissioners. The gang want a mill 
ion dollars to spend in addition to all the 
taxes raised on the regular tax-levy. No 
other question should draw out so large a pro 
portion of taxpayers as the threat to extort a 
million of dollars from them, as the money 
must come out of the taxpayers’ pockets. No 
citizen ‘who contributes to the support of local 
government can afford to stay away from the 
polls tomorrow. 

But there is a special reason why the tax- 
payers should turn out tomorrow to vote 
against the bond scheme. ‘I'he gang has 
made its arrangements to carry it through. 
The committee charged with the management 
of the campaign have had tickets printed 
which contain the words For County 
Bonds,” and also the words Against County 
Bonds,” leaving the voter the privilege of 
scratching out one or the other, and thus 
without trouble voting to suit himself. But 
agents of the gang afterward procured the 
plate, had the phrase “Against County 
Bonds cut off, and caused a million of tickets 
to be printed which are all for the bond issue. 
These gang tickets will be found to be more 
numerous atthe polls tomorrow than the 
others; in some of the precincts it is very 
likely that it will be impossible to obtain the 
optional tickets. All the voters drummed up 
by the agents of the gang and all the careless 
voters will put in tickets for the bonds, and 
it is not impossible that the boxes in some 
instances may be stuffed with these tickets.

THE ANGLO-KUSSIAN QUARREL 
SETTLED. 

The war cloud between Russia and En- 
gland has at last blown over, and the sun of 
peace is shining again. Russia has accepted 
England’s counter proposals. The main 
features of the delimitation of the frontier 
have been settled by leaving Maruchak and 
Tulfikur in the hands of the Afghans, which 
will bring the frontier a little north of the 
line claimed by Russia. The Boundary Com- 
mission can now go ahead, settle the details, 
and stick up the posts. All that remains for 
the commission to do isa trifling matter of 
civil engineering. In congratulating the 
country upon the peaceful issue of the strug- 
gle, the London News is magnanimous 
enough to pay Mr. Gladstone the following 
deserved tribute: 


Mr. Gladstone bas crowned his filustrious 
career by again rendering the country signal 
service. We must not forget, now that peace 
is secured, how near we came to a War such as 
this generation has not seen. Neither mere 
obstinacy nor skiil in diplomacy could have 
averted it. The task uired a combination 
of the highest qualities which go to make up 
the complex gift of statesmanship. 


That Mr. Gladstone himself is more than 
satisfied with the result is evidenced bya 
speech which he made to the House of Com- 
mons the 15th inst., in which he hinted 
that when the papers were produced mem- 
bers would find that a frontier line had been 
drawn which had the approval of the Indian 
Government and was in complete conformity 
with the views of the Ameer of Afghanis- 
tan; that objects had been gained which 
seemed hopeless, and that everything had 


been achieved instead of everything lost. 


Meanwhile the debates in Parliament, in 
both Houses, of the 11th and 12th, show that 
the Tories and Liberals, with few exceptions, 
are agreed upon a new Indian policy involv- 
ing England’s future defense against Rus- 
sia’s advance towards India. A new policy 
arising from England’s new situation in Asia 
was necessary. It has been defined and ac 
cepted by ali parties. In this debate it was 
conceded on all sides that at last the frontiers 
of Russia and England are coterminous, and. 
that the guarding of her frontier by England 
now necessitates continuous military effort. 
In the Duke of Argyll’s words, the two 
people touch, and the frontier of India must 

ade so strong that even a threat of in- 
vasion would produce no fear, while actual 
invasion would find the resisting force com- 
pletely prepared.” 

The details of the policy for the defense of 
Afghanistan as ‘‘a protected State” are in- 
teresting. The line of defense is to be be- 
hind that country, so that the British forces 
can await the invader or give military assist 
ance to Afghanistan at their discretion. In 
other words, instead of seeking to defend 
Afghanistan on the line of Herat, the de 
fense will be madein the southeast on the 
line ot Quettah and Candahar. The recom- 
mendation of Lord Dufferin that strong for- 
tifications should be made at Quettah anéf on 
the Indus, and that the whole frontier should 
be connected with India by military railways, 
the main road running up as faras Canda- 
har, has already been sanctioned in part, and 
$25,000,000 have been voted toward the con- 
struction of the road. The other part of the 
plan —namely: the fortifying of Quettah and 
.of the seaport of Kurnachee, which is the 
ultimate base of this line of defense, will also 
be sanctioned, and, indeed, military officers 
are already engaged in making the prelimi- 
naries. Commenting upon the new policy, 
the London Spectator says:

partisan hatred and opposition the Grand 
Old Man” has gone steadily on his way. He 
has avoided a war which could not but have 
been disastrous to England, and has come 
out of the quarrel with flying colors. He 
has obtained peace with honor” at the ex- 
pense of immaterial concessions. More than 
this, he Has guatanteed India against the 
possibility of Russian invasion. Having set- 
tled this ntly colossal difficulty his 
hands ute how free to deal with the trouble 
nearer — out of the proposed re- 
newal of a part of the Irish Crimes act, and 
we may look to his wisdom and usual cour- 
age to tide the country past that danger also. 


BLACK AND VILAS AS EXCEPTIONS. 

Here and there may be found Democrats of 
the Northern stripe who do not relish the 
wholesale appointment of Rebels to the best 
positions in the gift of the Government. 
However, they protest mildly and are for- 
ever pointing to Black and Vilas to prove 
that it is possible for a man who served in 
the Union army to receive some considera- 
tion at the hands of this Administration. 
Black and Vilas were gallant Union soldiers, 
but it is too much to ask that these two soll- 
tary exceptions shall offset a long list of ap- 
pointments filled up with platoons of the 
most offensive kind of Rebels. Black and 
Vilas may be exceptions, but if so they only 
serve to prove the rule. 

But why is it that two Union Generals are 
able to receive the same treatment that is ac- 
corded Rebels by the score? It is a suggest 
ive sort of & balance when two Union soldiers 
are made to offset twenty Rebels like Lawton, 
Blackburn, and R. M. T. Hunter. How 


comes it that Black and Vilas are able to re- 


ceive about one-tenth the degree of considera- 
tion that is extended to the most offensive 
class or Rebels? In the War Black and 
Vilas followed gallantly the lead of Grant, 
Sherman, and Logan, but it is to be carefully 
noted that they recognize no such leadership 
now. In politics they hold no companion- 
ship with their old leaders on the field, but 
are locked in a fraternal embrace with the 
enemies of the National cause for which they 
fought. the Democratic economy this is 
equivalent th 4 removal of their disabilities. 
Having forgaken their old comrades and 
abandoned their old leaders, they are consid- 
ered fit fof Democratic honor. But if they 
still stood with Grant and Logan the State 
Sovereignty, Democratic party would have 
nothing but reviling and contempt for them. 
It is not Wust ey did in the War for the 
Union but what they have done since that 
gives them a title to Democratic honor. In 
the estimation of the mass of the Democratic 
party Black and Vilas have removed their 
disabilities by voting the anti-Union ticket. 
No such test is required of the Rebel. He 
can follow thé old secession leaders and cling 
to the old secession doctrines without halt or 
change. He continues to vote the way he 
shot and to believe in the dogmas that Lee 
and Johnston fought for. Now, as in the 


War, he holds his place in the press of the 


Confederate Brigadiers, and goes with them 
in every charge. No greater affront could be 
offered him than to charge that he had 
abandoned hig old leaders, or that he strug- 
gles in politics for any other principles than 
the identical ones he fought for while in the 
Rebel army. The Rebel stands before the 
Administration in a consistent and unrepent- 
ant attitude, but nevertheless enters into his 
reward. 

Black and Vilas may be loath to believe 
that by voting the Democratic ticket they 
have made atonement for their services in 
the Union army and practically secured a 
removal of the disabilities that would other- 
wise rest upon them.

CONTRASTS IN PRISON DISCIPLINE. 
Since the dynamiters Cunningham and 
Burton were committed to Chatham Prison 
under their heavy sentences the cable dis- 
patches have furnished detailed particulars 
of the life led by convicts in that celebrated 
establishment. Chatham Prison certainly 
affords a strong contrast to the penal institu- 
tions of this country. ‘The discipline is rig- 
orous and the prisoners are ruled with an 
iron hand, the evident intent being to make 
the prison a place of severe punishment to 
the convicts and also a warning and a terror 
to all evil<doers who are lucky enough to be 
outside. In these respects the English 
prisons have little resemblance to the penal 
institutions of this country, where nine times 
in ten the object ot the management is to 
make the prisonérs as happy, fat, and com- 
fortable as the circumstances will permit. 
According to almost any standard the pun- 
ishment which Cunningham and Burton are 
receiving in Chatham Prison is equal to death 
itself. They begin their life servitude by a 
nine-months’ period of silent imprisonment 
during which they will see no faces and hear 
no voices but those of the Warden and the 
priest. After this they are to be put at hard 
work on low fare, and every effort will be 
bent to make each day precisely like the 
preceding, so that there may be no break in 
the unvarying monotony of their lives. Not 
for a single moment will the officials forget 


. to be visited only 


on refractory prisoners and then contin- 
ued but for a few days at a time. At fre- 


quence is that nine-tenths of the prisoners 
are better fed, better clad, and better lodged 
while in prison than they ever wür 

in their lives, Practically the restraint is 
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mash furnished them for 2 doe 
their taste and they preferred to order their | 


own meals. 


For 4 long’ time past the sentimentalists | 


have had full sway in these matters, and the 
result is that prison discipline in this country 
has been reduced to the minimum. Between 


kind-hearted Wardens and pardon-producing 


Governors the jails are robbed of their ter- 
rors. Perhaps a touch of the English sys- 
tem would be an improvement. Society 
might be better protected if the prisons were 
in a strict sense places of punishment for 
crime rather than comfortable asylums. 


WHITE HOUSE FASHIONS. 

American snobs always lament that the 
fashions.of the White House are so changea- 
ble, It is, they say, one of the beauties of 
monarchy that when a certain custom or mode 
of life is once fixed as the proper thing at 
court it may be expected to continue for many 
years, and society thus acquires 4 peculiar 
stability. No change is feared until another 
ruler comes to the throne and fixes the mold 
of fashion and the glass of form for a new 
reign, Thus, while styles ot dress and mat | 
ters of minor eustom may change with every 
passing season, the general modes of society 
take on a standard and well-established char- 
acter. But in a republican form of govern- 
ment, where rulers succeed one another so 
rapidly, an official fashion is hardly inaugu- 
rated before it becomes liable to be over- 
thrown. 

What could be more opposed to a well 
established order of things than the tumult 
which has raged fora number of years over 
the matter of drinking wine at the White 
House? At best the question ranks as one 
of difficulty, since the hospitality of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion is. of a peculiar charactgr, 
and must be adapted to the entertainment of 
guests from every nation. Side by side at 
the Presidential board will be tound digni- 
taries who regard wine as the necessary ac- 
companiment of hospitality, and others who 
look even upon vin ordinatre with as much 
abhorrence as a Hebrew does the eating of 
pork. Add to this the conflict of opinion 
between different Executives, and even the 
clash of sentiment inside the Presidential 
families, and it becames evident that the 
White House can éstablish no standard cus- 
tom for the imitation or approval of all the 
people. 

President Hayes and his estimable wife 
were in substantial harmony touching the 
wine question—the one from motives of 
economy and the other from principle; and 
it was only the force of official etiquet which 
compelled them to give way on a few occa- 
sions. In the main they held firmly to their 
interests and principles, and when Mr. Ar- 
thur took possession of the White House he 
found the basement, it was said, filled with 
an unpleasant odor of hard cider which it 
took months of careful disinfection to re- 
move, Mr. Arthur, being a widower, had 
everything hig own way, and it began to 
look as though the custom of White House 
wine-irinking was firmly reéstablished. It 
was not supposed that Mr..Cleveland’s ac- 
cession would cause any change in this re- 
spect, unless perhaps in the direction of 
greater liberality and potations possibly more 
generous, Mr. Cleveland was regarded as a 
bachelor who loved an easy mode of life, 
and, according to popular belief, he was en- 
tirely free from any entangling alliances 
with the temperance people. 

Recently, however, it has been developed 
that the feminine department of the White 
House is at present presided over by a lady 
whose temperance doctrines are even more 
radical than those of Mrs. Hayes. Clashing 
opinions as to the wine question prevail in- 
side the White House family. Miss Cleve 
land has made public her opinion that ‘ the 
tears and cries ” ot mother, sister, and wife 
are God’s own argument for the suppression, 
root and branch, of the liquor traffic.“ Her 
principles are those of rigid total abstinence ; 
and thus beneath the roof where she now 
dwells practices prevail which are her great- 
est abhorrence. The subject is somewhat 
painful, but the matter of wine-drinking at 
the White House has been forced into such 
prominence of late that every phase of the 
question becomes a topic for legitimate com- 


ment when the occupants of the Executive 


Mansion set forth their views. in formal com- 
munications through the public press. Con- 
trary to expectation, the question of wine- 
drinking at the White House confronts Presi- 
dent Cleveland ina manner of greater an- 
noyance and vexation than afflicted any of 
his predecessors. The wine matter is one of 
those unsettled issues that vex the repose of 
nearly every President, 


Miss CLEVELAND’s letter on the temper- 
ance question has tallen like a bombshell 
into the camp of the Democratic officeseekers 
and workers. They don’t like it. They 
wish she hadn’t written it. They fear the 
effect that the prohibition notions of this 
vigorous self-asserting female may have upon 
her brother. Haying stated in the most posi-

The principal topic of conversation in po- 
litical circles yesterday aside from the Federal 
appointments was the scheme of the gang 
County Commissioners and contractors to ob- 
tain a majority at tomorrow's election in tavor 
of the 81. 000. 000 appropriation. Their methods 
were fully exposed in yesterday's Trisuns. 
The only new phase in the case was the charge 
made in an afternoon paper that Sheriff Han- 
ebett was a party to the scbeme and assisted in 
distributing some of the gang tickets to the 
County Precinct Committeemen. Mr. Hancbett, 
as will be seen by the interview printed below, 
gtoutly denies both charges, as he also 
denies the statement that some of 
the tickets bearing only the proposition 
favoring the appropriation were exposed 
in bis office yesterday morning. There is no 
doubt, nowever, that the tickets of the de- 
scription named were printed, and by the 
game firm which printed the tickets for the 
committee baving the two propositions, and 
that they were printed from the same 
piate shortened by the cutting off of 
the line “Against the $1,000,000 appro 
priation.” These tickets, there is every 
reason to believe, were printed at the instance 
of the ring Commissioners and contractors, 
and were intended to deceive the unwary voters 
and to swindle the taxpa:ers. The are intended 
for distr bution mostly in the wards and pre- 
cinots having a large foreign population, and 
in some of the manufacturing districts where 
men bave little time to examine their tick- 
ets when voting. The origina! purpose of the 
gang was to get bold of the tickets printed by 
the comm ittee and cut off the line against 
the appropriation, as was stated some days ago 
in Tas TRIBUNE, but it was thought this 
scheme would take too much time and would 
not work satisfactorily. The timely exposure 
of the rascally plot will probably have the ef- 
feot df defeating the ringsters’ job. The tax- 
payers must be convinced that the gang would 
not be so eager to get hold of the $1,000,000 if 
they did not hope to pocket some of it dishon- 
estiy. A larger vote than was expected. will 
be polled as a consequence. The taxpayers 
will turn out and put a veto on the scheme of

AN EVENING PAPER REPORTER. 

A reporter for an evening paper called on the 
Sheriff and gives the following account there- 
of: 

Sheriff Hanchett was in bis private office, 
writing onta note of some kind tora young 
man who stood looking over bis shoulder. An- 
other man, evidently a Deputy Sheriff, bad a 
bundle containing several thousand tickets ly- 
ing open on a table before him. Ranged around 
the office walls were forty or fifty more of these 
bundles, all in reddish-brown wrappérs, the 
game as the wrapper of the open one. The re- 
porter looked at the open package of tickets.

I consented, as I had room in my office to have 
the bundhng done, and ali those tickets, sir, 
have gone out to the country.“

The proposition was 
at once accepted by the advice of the Amaiga- 
mated authorities, and thus another mill is 
virtually out of the fight. The men at Ever- 
son, Hammond & Co., and Oliver Bros’. South 


Side milis were notified to come to work Mon- 


day, when it is.believed the scale will be signed 
by both firms. Secretary Weeks expressed no 
surprise when told of the signatures today. 
He said another mill would sign the scale, but 
that would wind up the list. The manufacturers, 
be gad, knew long ago just what firms 
would sign, and will go into the contest know- 
ing just where they stand. He said a strike 
was a certainty. It became known this alter 
noon that the Iron Association, at a.secret 
meeting the 218t inst., reduced their card price, 
which s based on ber iron, from two and flye- 
tenths to two cents a pound. The new rate 
goes into effect Monday. 

Younostrown, O., May 30.—All fron-mills in 
thie city and the Mahoning Valley shut down 
tonigbt ou account of the refusal of manufact- 
urers to sign the scale presented by the Amal 
gamated Association. About 10,000 men are 
thrown out of work by this movement, and the 
strike promises to be long.

New ORLEANS, La., May 30.—[Special. |—The 
news tant the Administration bad called upon 
Mr. Meade, the newly-appointed Postmaster at 
Hazileburst, to resign on accuunt of his partic- 
ipation in the public meeting to justify the kill- 
ing of Prentice Matthews, a Republican, at the 
State election of 1883, has sent a cold chill 
through the pine-tops of Copiah County. Con- 
gressman Barksdale, in whose district is Co- 
piah, and who urged Meade's appointment, bas 
notified him not’ to resign, and has called on 
the President to suspend action till Meade is 
served with the specifications to the charge 
against him. A prominent Mississippian 
today denounced the Administration in 
unstinted terms and said: It. has got 
beyond necessity of concealment that the kili- 
ing of Prent Matthews was a political neces- 
sity. He was educated, well off, and hard- 
headed. He heid the negroes up to the Repub- 
lican rack, and persuasion to desist bad no 
effect upon him. So long as he wouldn't quit

A Scathing Reminder of the Fact that the

BLOOMINGTON, III., May 80.—[{Special.}—al. 
though the long rain seriously interfered the 
celebration of Decuration-Day was one of the 
grandest ever known in Bloomington and per. 
haps the most memorable. The city was 
thronged, the biue uniforms of the 
Grand Army comrades. and the Sons 
of Veterans giving the air of War 
times. Flags hung at balf-mast and business 
was partially suspended. Although flowers 
were never more scarce at this season of the 
year, the decorations at cemetery and else- 
where were profuse and beautifui. All the 
outdoor program was, perforce, abandoned 
excepting the strewing of flowers at Evergreen 
Cemetery, the Grand Army ritual thereat, and 
the firing ofa salute by Company G, Fourth 
Regiment, all of which took place in the fore- 
noon in a driving rain. 

The public exercises, originally planned to 
be held at Franklin Park, took place at Durle 
Hall, in which at 2 p. m. 2,000 were crowded. 
This was but a small fraction of those who 
wished to hear Gen. Logan and see the soldier 
statesman of Illinois. His reception upon ap- 
pearing on the stage was most vociferous and 
enthusiastic. Mrs. Logan a moment 
later and the vast audience again manifested 
its admiration with loud applause. 

Capt. A. C. nn. in introducing Gen. Lo- 
gan said: 

I introduce him to you as ‘Comrade John 
Logan,’ a title which I know he likes to hear 
and wears more gladly than any other of the 
many which are his.“ 

His address was quite long, but was listened 
to with thorough attention and profound in- 
terest. Gen. Logan prefaced his. speech by 
saying that much of his address bad on pre- 
vious occasions been spoken by him on other 
Memorial-Days. Following is his speech: 

THE BLACK EAGLE’S REMARKS. 

„ COMRADES, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, Fer- 
LOW-CITIZENS: The 30th day of May was dedi- 
cated by the living comrades to the memory of 
the dead who fell battling for their country’s 
boror and integrity, and soon was adopted by 
the loyal American people as a day 
on which to bow befo:e their 
sacred shrines. On an occasion of this kind it 
micht better befit the hour that the tongue 
speak not, as the emotion of the seul disdains 
the thralidom of language selected to give ex- 
pression to sentiments which bring together 
the people of this locally in this city 
of the dead. However I may de 
wanting in ability to meet.the sublimity of the 
hour. | must be permitted to express the deep 
feelings of my heart, which ever beats in uni- 
son with that of the loyal and patriotic people 
of this land. Homage fo fallen heroes ie 
not an invention ef our times. The 
vustom was established as far back as we have 
bistory of wars, and where such customs exist 
patriotism and love of country are in every 
beart. Who can forget those men who laid down 
their lives, a sacrifice, that their country might 
live! If they are now to de forgotten, 
then our hearts fail to 
longer witb the impulse of 
iove and gratitude. They were partners in 
our hardships, our reverses, and our successes. 
They were with ys in camp,in sunshine, in 
storm, in sorrow, and in joy. Who cans 
forget the dying messages whispered to 
comrades far from their loving ones at 
bome? These messages are links of 
sympathy and friendly feeling which time can- 
not sever. When many of the inc.dents of the 
War have been swept away into the ocean of 
the past their dying accents will ring as clear 


in the recesses of our memories as 
if they were but of yesterday. No 
one should imagine that our fallen 


comrades are forgotten because their forms 
are hidden beneath.the sod. The decorating ot 
their graves with the freshest flowers of spring- 
time must not be considered as an idie cere- 
mony to pass away in the bour. It revives in 
our minds the terrible conflicts through 
which they passed and the doody 
battles in which many of them fell. Our cere- 
mony 18 a holy one. When we lay flowers upon 
their resting-places and bedew them with our 
tears, each sympathetio tear that falis upon 
their graves arouses anew jn our bearts_ indig- 
nation against the treason that dipped its hand 
in their blood. 

As the facts are gathered together in days 
to come, the bistorian will stand in amazement 
at the consequences of the issues involved in 
the War ofthe Rebellion and the result at- 
teined in its outline and grandeur. The suc- 
cesses and defeats of the different armies 
will sweil in grander proportion as they 
are receding on the ourrentof time. The 
beroes will stand out more prominently ou 
the majestic panorama each succeeding age.” 
The speaker then proceeded eloquently to de- 
pict the solemnity of the cay, the gratitude 
which the Nation should feel for 
her hero dead, for the sacrifice more 
precious than the richest diamonds 
and rarest pearis. Fear not,” said he, 
os that the comrades whose graves we decorate 
will be doomed to oblivion after we are gone. 
Their history is written witn their own biood 
and the obliterating finger of time can never 
efface its pages wolle freemen enjoy the 
fruit of liberty. But why is it that 
the great masses on this day pass by many 
graves the occupants of which ther 
have loved and honored in life and with singu- 
lar unanimity seek our soldiers’ graves aione? 
The answer rushes to the lips in the simple but 
pathetic response: They fell in the defense of 
our common country, for the preservation of 
our free Government and the perpetuation 
of our National unity. O, ye noble dead! ye 
sainted martyrs! what a weicht, what a depth 
of meaning that simple phrase: *My Country’ 
had for you! Ye measured its depth with 
your lives; ye counted its value with tbe 
blood. Let not him try 
to survey the length and breadth of these 
words who thinks of his country only as the 
market for his bargains. Let not him aspire 
to appreciate them whose idea defines his coun- 
try as the mere province which owes him office 
of honor and profit. Let not bim as 
sume to understand their meaning who 
considers a dishonorable peace preferable 
to a dearly-bought victory; not bim who would 
rather shake bands with a hving coward than 
weep for a dead hero; not him who loves com- 
tort and ease more than truth and justice.” 

- Alluding to the origin of the Rebelifon, Sena- 
tor Logan continued: The pernicious princi- 
ple which has always been the leading idea 
with men who have largely controlled in this 
country is that which bas proclaimed our Gov- 
ernment a mere compact of States with none 
ot the aspects or powers and with nothing of 
the distinctive autonomy of a nation; that, 
which has tne sovereignty in the individual 
States. Prior tothe War the great mass of 
the Northern people would not believe that 
behind this illusive principle there lurked the 
but a 
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soldiery of the North; who upon every field 
proved bimself a hero and fitted to to 
victory the men who bad sacrificed : 
thing—life, family, home, and friends—for 
principle: who illustrated in his genius 
the characters of citizen and soldier, of war- 
rior and statesman, equally fitted to mark out 
a campaign and to preside at the nead of a Na- 
non — may God spare his life. When 
the Generalin-chief of the armies re- 
ceived these words of the Rebellion 
at Appomattox, ud the Nation went 
into mourning for those who haa given up their 
lives in behalf of the conquered peace, only 
ray illuminated the Nation's 
grief at her irreparabie loss of life, and this 
was visible in the feeling that the question had 
been forever settied, and the heritage of a 
glorious Nation had been transmitted to pos- 
terity by the blood of ber gallant soldiers.“ 
My friends, I venture the assertion that in 
the history of the world, among all the people 
who have ever taken up arms in rebellion 
against their Governments and suffered defeat 
in their plaos, there cannot be found one 
instance in which the maguanimity of 
our Goverument towards its Rebels is paral- 
leied. Go over the records of the centuries 
which have flown upon the wings of time to the 


realms of the past and say if it has not been 


universally deemed necessary to the lives of 
nations that the takersor the sword should 
perish by the sword. All history confirms the 
wisdom of punishment, and all experience con- 
firms the mercy of rigid example. 
REWARDING TRAITORS. 

“But what have we seen in our own case? 
Have we reduced those rebellious States to the 
condition of conquered provinces, and 
held them m territorial dependence 
until a loyalty to the Nation was as 
sured? Have we executed the leaders of 
the Rebellion and banished these lesser culprits 
who stand in the light of accessories? Not at 
all. We hastened at once to welcome them 
back to all the privileges of citizenship under 
a Nation which they reviled. More 
than this, we passed the control 
of their own States over to them and 
with it the charge of the Nation's wards who 
had been rescued from bondage to freedom. 
More than this: We invited our erring friends 
to seats in our National Councils to make 
laws for the country they once de 
spised, Upon every breeze was heard the 
words ‘conciliation’ and .‘ forgiveness,’ and 
to such an extent did our magnanimity go that 
the people have consented finaliy that the men 
who had been powerless to destroy were the 
most potent to save, and that the con- 
trol of the Government might be passed 
over to their bands. ‘Conciliation’ and tur- 
giveness’ are well enough, but they have gone 
on the rampage, and apologies bave been as 
thick as the autumnal leaves which strew the 
brovks of  Vailambrosa. Apologies for 
what? Why, for loving our country, 
for bating treason, for overpowering re- 
bel Hon, and believing chat it is wrong 
to destroy this Government. What soldier is 
there here today in the presence of the graves 
of their dead comrades that is ready to apolo- 
gize? I hope not one. 

Let us, therefore, while we offer these obli- 
gations, renew our piedge of faith to our 
Union. Let us renew our vows for the pro- 
tection of liberal and equal rights. Let 
us revive our detérmination to stand by our 
country against every and any foe, ioreign or 
domestic, in war or in peace. The 
dead -who sleep in the bosom of 
the earth or beneath the ocean waves hear 
our vows. They bave helped us to erect 
that glorious superstructue of universal free- 
dom and equal rights upon the foundation of 
our Republic and have cemented it with their 
hearts’ biood. Let us complete the grand 
design and make our country the worli’s 
*temple oi liberty.’”’ 

THE CONCLUSION. 

The program was rounded out beautifully 
by appropriate music, including reveile, 
beaten by drum corps of the Sons of 
Veterans and a touching and beautiful 
poem written by Miss Gussie Packard 
Dubois. Gen. and Mrs. Logan were besieged all 
day by entbusiastic bandshakers, many of 
whom were old army friends. Republicans 
amd Democrats alike thronged around the 
Senator and his wife. They are the guests of 
Gen. John McNuita, where at 5 p. m. they ate 
dinner with a small company of oid friends, in- 
oludmg Senator and Mrs. David Davis, the Hon. 
B. F. Funk, Congressman Rowell, and others. 
Tonight Gen. McNulca’s residence is the scene 
of a brilliant reception. Gen. Logan was sere- 
naded, and spoke briefly. 


' A JEALOUS LOVER. 


HE FATALLY SHOOTS HIS RIVAL AND THEN 
PLACES A REVOLVER TO HIS OWN HEAD 
AND KILLS HIMSELF. 

LEAVENworRTH, Kas., May 80.—[Special.}— 
At 7 o’clock this evenm a fatal shooting af- 
fair occurred on the corner of Shawnee and 
Fiith streets. Robert Broaddus, a young mano 
of a prominent family bere, bad been courting 
Daisy Wood, daughter of Judge Wood, and one 
of the belies of the city. Lately Frank Job- 
son, a young Scotch architect, has been paying 
attention to Miss Wood, and Broaddus grew 
excessively jealous. This evening Jobson and 
Daisy Wood and Nellie Moonlight were on the 
street, when Broaddus rode up on a horse and, 
pulling a revolver from his hip pocket, fired 
twice at Jobson. Jobson and the women 
ran into Ummetbum’s drug-store, and 
Broaddus followed them, firing three times at 
Jobson. Then Jobsou ran out into the street, 
into an alley, and up into the Free Press office, 
where he fell fainting to the floor. Broaddus 
jumped upon his horse, which bad remained 
standing on the etreet, and, throwing away bis 
empty re volver, drew a fresh one, flourished 
it over his head, and dashed down Shawnee 
street Three wounds were found upon Job- 
son—one in each shoulder and one in the right 
breast just below tne nipple. The latter wound 
is believed to be fatal. Miss Wood 
is also in a dangerous condition from the ef- 
fects of the terrible ordeal through which 
she passed.

DEDICATION OF THB MULLIGAN MONUMENT 

AT CALVARY. 

The memorial services at Calvary Cemetery 
were ot @ particularly interesting nature be- 
euuse of the dedication of the granit monu- 
ment erected over the grave of Col. Mulligan 
who felt mortally wounded un thé engagement 
at Kernstuwu, Vai, July 24, 1864. A train ot 
tweive coucbes bearing Company D of the 
Hibernian Nies, Maj. Muibeurn, Mulligan 
Post, G. A. K., about twenty-five survivors 
of Mulligan’s regiment, a delegation 
of the Sone of Veterans, and ‘about 
600 passengers to the cemetery let 
the Northwesteru depot at 11 o'clock, and 
reached the cemeter. in about tweuty miautes. 
When the train left the city the sky was 
ciouded and a heavy shower of rain seemed m- 
minent, but just as the long train reached 
Caivary Station the sun came out. The pro- 
cession to the cemetery from the sia- 
tion was beaded dy Nevuans’ dan. 
followed by the Hibernian Kies and 
Mulligan Post of the Grand Army of the Ke- 
public, and the survivors of Col. Mulligan’s 
regiment. The band struck upa d rge, and the 
procession moved siowly through the entrance 
of the cemetery and took up a position sur- 
roubding the monument, which stands just in- 
side the main eutraace to the cemetery, on the 
right-hand side. It is about twenty-five feet 
nich, ju tne form of a sbaft surmounted bya 
Celiic cross. The pedestal to the shait is 
reached by twp broad stone steps. On the front 
face of the pedestal is the following inscrip- 
tion: 

Ja Memory of 
JAMBS A. MULLIGAN, 
Colonel Twenty-third [ilinois Volunteers, 
: irish Brigade. 
Born Utica, N. V., June 26. 1830, 
Wounded in Battle 
At Kernstuwn, Va., 
July 24. 1864, 
Died July 26, 1864. 
Lay me Down, and Save the Flag.“ 

On the right side of the pedestal is inscribed: 
“This monument bas beep erected by the State 
and the City of Chicago, Ju.y 26, 1884." 

Just across Wie broad walk at the right of 
the monument and overlooking the soldiers and 
veteruna surrounding it was erected a com- 
modious plaiform., upon which were seated 
suests especially invited by the Munumeni 
Qumfhittee, amovug whom were the Very Kev. 
P. J. Conway (Vicur-General) and Father 
Agnew, aud relatives o Col. Mulm 
gan and members of his family. Among 
these were: Mrs. Col. Mulligan aud 
ber daughters, Mrs. Carroil, Miss Adele Mul 
wan, Mies Aiice Muiliewan; Co. Mulligan’s sis- 
ters, Mre. Colby, and Mre. McDonaid; Mrs. Nu- 
gent, mother of Mrs. Mull gan; M ss Aloe Nu- 
gent, and Messers. Michael and Charies Nugent, 
brotbers of Mrs. Mull gan. There were also on 
the platform State Treasurer Jacob Gross, 
Judge Tuley, Col. V. P. Rend, John RK. Walen, 
the Hon. James Taylor, L. Enuis, and Jobn A 
Healy. When the people on tbe platform we 
seated Mr. W. J. Onaban dy a wave of bis 
haud signaled the crowd before bim to be 
silent, aiver which Vicar- General Conway was 

The Vicar-General, accompanied by Father 
Agnew, waiked siowly around the monument. 
reciting the prescribed prayers {from the ritual 
fora dedieution service, and s6prinkied the 
monument with holy water. A ter this the 
Oriental Quartet, led by Deputy-Sherif! Hub- 
burd, sang .the martial bymn, Unturl the 
G orious Bauer.“ As the last notes of the 
song were dying away Miss Adele Mulligan 
slowly unveiled the medallion of her ather 
cut ia the front’ of the shaft of the 
monument, which upto this time bad been 
hidden from 6 gut vy the siikflag of the regi- 
ment. Capt. J. J. Healy of the Monument 
Committee read bis report, which embodied 
the bistory oO! the ormauon of the Mulligan 
Monument Sovicty. The monument cost $5, 000. 


and thanks to theeffo:ts ot the Legisiatu e and 


the generosity of the oiusens of Chicago it has 
been pa:d for. 

A pathetic ode to Col. James A. Mulligan, 
written of the occasion by Eliza Elen Starr, 
was read with good effect by Mies Molly Prindi- 
ville Corse.

were tastefully decorated under the auspices 
of the Mulligan Monument Society. 


SERVICES AT OAKWOODS CEMETERY. 
Whiie the services at Oakwoods Cemetery 
were carried thraugu aecurding to prograw, 
the cold, drigziy weather bad a dispiriting e- 
fect. The crowd wae smaller by many bun- 
dreds than if the day bad Leen pleasant. and 
the sombre hue of water-proof cluthing which 
protected men and women alike was little gug- 
gestive of a spring-time celebration.

, Wealth and politica. power in tne bands of the 

tew, and the depressed state of industrial and 
financial affuirs were ev.dence that selfishness 
was biind to experience. Who could deny that 
in the United’ States today it was no 
longer “Give me liberty or give me 
death,“ but “Give me mouey or give 
me death?“ If money was to be our God, an 
oligarchical government must ollow. After 
oligarchy comes ana:chy, and Cresars are never 
wanting when th.eves are ready, and thrones 
are always ready when anarchy bath done its 
work.“ Tun new source of dunger should be 
impressed upon the people, and tbey sbouid 
be exborted to never forget that human justice 
was the foundation of perfect liberty, and to 
pray that, in the new order oi things, simplicity 
might take the place of extravagance, equality 
that of inequality, and that the accumuia- 
tion of wenn aad power, through the 
s went and tears of the masses, migbt be checked 
by wise levisiation, a frugal use of their means, 
and a just ap: reciation and recognition of 
their worth. In exaltinw the memory of their 
allen comrades tne cause for which they 
fought was bonored. These memorial days 
sould also be the occasion tor renewing the 
love of a united country and to foster a Spartan 
patriotiem in grateiul bearts. Iustend of tr.- 
ing to rekind e the old animosities they should 
remember that generosity toward the van- 
quished was one t the nobicst traits of a brave 
soid er, and that no other expressions than 
those of brotherly love and charity should und 
piace at the toot of a soldier’s gruve. 


THB JACKSON PARK PEMONSTRATION NOT 
A SUCCESS. 

The First Regiment, I. N. G., was extensively 
advertised lor u grand military display at Jack- 
son Park, with company and regimental drills, 
a dress-parade, and a conccrt by the regimenia! 
bund of thirty-one pieces. The Illinol» Con- 
tral Railroad provided a special train for the 
regiment and band at 8:45 a. m., and hal -bour- 
ly trains were to have been run all day for 
the accommodation of the public. Two men 
were detailed irom each company to go down 
early in the morning and pitch the tents. 
There was a pretty brisk shower Tall 
ing wden the regiment assembied in the 
armory, and very soon word was received from 
tne detail at the park chat the grass was 
real wet, A coneultation was beld, and it was 
decided to postpone the exhb-bition. After a 
sbort company drill iu the armory the regiment 
was dism ssed until 1:15 p. m., with the under- 
standing that if the weather cleared in the 
weant.me a street-parade should then 
take piace. The weather cleared. Some 
threatening clouds hum over the borizon in 
the eary part of the afternoon, but by 8 
o'olock there was a giint ot sunsnine in the 
alr, and the regiment ventured out 
on Jackson street and formed in 
imarching order. Is murched as (far 
west as Market street, and south as far 
as Monroe, and, as the sun was new shining 
more brightly and the teavy clouds dieappear- 
ing, it was agreed that the regiment aight 
saicly visit the park, the damp grass notwith- 
Standing. The «pecial train was got in read 
ness at the Van Buren street station, and by 
4 o'clock the reg ment and its band, witn rifies 
and knupeacks, and kid gloves and oversboes.

The 
court say that a note in order that it may be 
negotiable in accordance with the law-mer- 
chant must be pavable unconditionally 
and at or on some event which must inev- 
itably happen. Certainty in all respects is 
required to a note under a law-merchant, The 
promise in these notes is not certain as to the 
time of payment. The time is left unfixed and 
indefinite. Such notes are not negotiable un- 
der the law-merchant and all defenses are 
available against the assignee, the same as 
against the payer. Attorneys aay that several 
banks in this city ana numerous county banks 
have such provision printed in their notes, and 
this decision is likely to interrupt somewhat 
the even flow of business through their chan- 
nels.

MRS. PARNELL’S TROUBLES. 


HER FORTUNE SLOWLY DISAPPEARING—THE 
STORY OF HER FINANCIAL DISTRESS, AS 
TOLD BY HERSELF—PERSECUTIONS OF 
WHICH SHE IS A VICTIM. 

New Tonk, May 90.—{Special.|—Mrs. Par- 
nell, an account of whose financial troubles 
was told yerterday, came to this city today. 
Wher ssked as to the sale of her property at 
Ironsides, N. J., she said: 

„es, the property is te be sold. The mort- 
gage on it is for $8,000 oniy, while the pruper- 
ty is valued at $60,000. I mortgaged it in or- 
der to pay off some of my brother's obliga- 
tions. The Biack Friday troubles kept some 
of my income. from me, and I was in 
bard straits at times. Afterwards, how- 
ever, I accumulated considerable money 
and kept it until I began to 
help a person who had been very intimate with 
my brother, and who, 1 thought, was my 
friend. Ihave since ascertained that he was 
not. By him I lost about $50,000. It is not 
true. that I lent $100,000 to my son 
John to purchase peach orchards. I let him 
bave some money, but not more than one- 
tenth of that amount. In 1879 I fitted the 
house up, and a year later my daughter 
went tolive there. We were badly persecuted by 
some people, our cats and dogs being shot and 
our cows poisoned. My daughter’s health im- 
proved to a certain point, and then she became 
deathiy ill, and nad to .eave the piace. It was 
thought that she was poisoned by our perse- 
cutors. 1 also became very ill at one time 
and showed all the symptoms of poisoning. 
When I became interested in the Land League 
and had to travel about the country my ex- 
penses were heavy. Last year I transferred 
the property to my son Carles, and 
then hired the place to a woman who 
tried to establish it as a summer 
boarding-house, but tailed. To this women 1 
transferred all ay Se personal property in trust. 
1 also traveled in behalf of President Cleveland 
during the campaign. While on my journeys I 
lett my business in the bands of agents, 
and that is what has ruined me, 
as they made bad investments and lost much 
money. There is a slight chance of the sale 
being delayed, and lam going to Ironsides to- 
morrow.’ 

„Have you heard of any movement on the 
part of the Land-Leaguers to assist you?” 

„Not us yet, although I have n called 
upon by several gentiemen prominent in those 
circies. It is strange, she added, as she rose

LONDON, May 30.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—The Berlin Tageblatt, in 
an article on the present condition of interna- 
tional affairs on the east coast of Africa, enters 
a strong appeal to Englaud in bebalf of Ger- 
many, as against the alleked Italian incursions 
on the rights of the Prussian Government. It 
accuses Engiand ana Italy jointly of inciting 
the Sultan of Zanzibat against Germany. It 
further asserts that the Sultan will ask the 
protection of England by a airect understand- 
ing with Mr. Gladstone's Goverument in the 
event of Germany attempting to make him di- 
rectly responsidle tor his recent action against 
the German East Atrican Company in connec- 
tion with that corporation's commercial rela- 
tions with the trade of Zanzibar. 

THE AFGHAN QUESTION. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says that the 
acceptance by Russia of Engiand’s counter- 
propusals for the settlement of the Russo- 
Afghan frontier dispute and the cession of both 
Maruchak and Tulfikurto Aigbanistan is due 
wholly to the stand taken by the Czar. It is 
stated that at the council held to consider the 
proposals the Czar insieted that Maruchak and 
Tulfikur be ceded.to Afghanistan, giving as a 
reason that such concession would strengthen 
the Liberais and prevent a Tory success in the 


parliamentary elections in England in Novem- 


ber. The Ozar, it is asserted, contended that a 
tory success in the coming elections could only 
be viewed us a misiortune, and  any- 
thing but favorable to a continuance 
of - amicable relations with Russia. 
The Liberals are regarded as more friendly to 
Kussia. M. Lessar, the Russian Special Com- 
missioner, will start immediately from London 
to join Col. Ridgeway in Afghanistan for the 
purpose of carrying out the special details of 


the work of marking the Afghan frontier. 


The Liberals in Engiand seem to be satisfied 


with the Anglo- Russian situation. The Con- 


servatives, however, appear to be crowing over 


it. It is generaliy believed among the polit 
cians that Russia has agreed to allow Afgb an- 
istan claims to both Tulfikur and Maruchak. 
It does nut appear, however, that the Czar bas 
agreed, even provisionally, to any treaty bind- 
ing him to refrain from further advances. 
Many efforts have been made to secure 
from him such an agreement and their failure 
tends to strengthen the conviction that Russia 
has simply dickered in order to gain time,” 
and that she is determined to continue her 
progress southward. The Conservatives find 
in this state of affairs a subject for denounc- 
ing Mr. Gladstone’s management of the dis- 
pute. The Tory papers declare that unless 
Russia gives Engiand a guaranty against 
further advance southward, coupled with 
a pledge to respect the independence 
of Afgbauistan, there can be nojprobability of 
any durable peace. The general public, on the 
other hand, seem to place the most implicit 
confidence in Mr. Gladstone’s statement that 
peace is assured. Under the prospect. held out 
by this assurance a general and manifest im- 


provement is going on in the industries of tf 


country. Ali the building and transportation 
trades are busy. Farm laborers are in de- 
mand, both at home and in the colonies. The 
emigration returns even show a perceptible 
decline. 

Your: Berlin correspondent learns from the 
highest authority that the Russian Ambassa- 
dor at London has been instructed by his Gov- 
ernment to sign a preliminary act on the 
ground of the English counter propositions 
regarding the Afghan frontier.

THE * BOSPHORE-EGYPTIEN”’ BOBS UP. 

A fresh complication in Egyptian affairs is 
promised. The Bosphore-Kgyptien in a leading 
article attacks in a most offensive way English- 
men in the service of Egypt. It is thought 
now that a second suppression of Nur paper 
may be deemed necessary. 

[With regard to the previous suppression of this 
paper ahd Engiand’s crawtish action afterwards, 
the following is the statement made by Eari 
Granville in the House of Lords May 5, Mr. Glau- 
stone making substantially the same admissions in 
the House of Commons the same day. The Has- 
phore- Egypticn was suppressed by a lawful decree 
of the Egyptian Government, and the British Gov- 
erument guve its sanction to the act. The French 
Government. while wholly retraining from ques- 
tioning the suppression of the newspaper, (1) de- 
clured the seizure and closing of the printing office, 
in which other business was carried on, to be ille- 
gail, and (2) complained of the forcibie re- 
moval of the French Consul, who had 
attended personally to protest K against the 
closure of the office. The French Government de- 
manded (1) the reopening of the office, and (2) the 
punishment of the persons concerned inthe act. 
In the meanwhile her Majesty's Government had 
obtained full reports from Sir B. Baring as to the 
circumstances, and had taken advice as to the legal 
bearings of the case. The conclusion to which her 
Majesty's Government came was that the closure 
of the office was not warranted by law, and that 
the technical force used against the French Cos- 
sular authorities was, therefore, not justifiabie. 
We, thereiore, took note of the declaration of the 
French Government that there was no de- 
sire to shield the Sospnore; that they wholly 
refraived from raising any question as to 
the suppression of the newspupers; and, 
further, that they expressed their readiness to 
withdraw their demand for the punishment of 
ines eke acted under the orders of the Egyp- 
tian Government. Accurdingly, we stated that her 
Majesty's Government, who do not disclaim re- 
sponsibility for the decision to suppress the news- 
paper, were ready to associate themselves with the 
reuret which they have advised the Government 
of the Kuedive to express as to the incidents which 
have attended the suppression. Her Majesty's 
Government advised Nubar Pasha to reopen the 
office, and that his Excellency should visit the 
French Acting Agent and Consul General to con- 
vey the expression of his regret for errors com- 
mitted in the execution of the lawful decree of the 


Egyptian Government. } 


THE SOUDAN WRANGLE. 
It is reported today on reliable authority that 
the Government of Turkey positively declines 


to occupy Suakin or to accept any responsibil- 


ity for holding that place against the macbina- 
tions of the Mahdi and Osman Digma unless 
she is also allowed to garrison Cairo with Turk- 
ish troops and to maintain a commanding con- 
trol of Egyptian military affairs so far as the 
Soudan and the rebel forces are concerned. 
The Porte fears that the expense of a gar- 
rison at Suakin would be much greater than 
any compensation that could accrue from such

THE PUBLIC-BE-DASHED MAN. 

Mr. William H. Vanderbilt was interviewed 
on the subject of railroads in connection with 
pubiic opinion, and the assaulta made ou -rail- 
way owners and managers by the press on 
both sides of the Atlantic. He seemed to feel 
a little sore with regard to what he considered 
unjust criticism of the large railroad compa- 
nies by editors apparently hostile to them on 
general principles, without regard to specific 
cases or the numerous controlling influences 
which guide railroad directors in the conduct 
ot their property and business, The chief point 
made was that such adverse comment prevented 
the acquirement of new money necessary to 


. the prosecution of extensive railway schemes, 


which are a matter of public interest and bene- 
fit as well as of individual or corporate enter- 
prise. Mr. Vanderbilt said that if the news- 
papers and Legislatures continue to attack 
railroads they will simply frighten capitalists 
and drive away would-be investors, and thus 
exert a harmful influence on the genera! well- 
fare and progress of the country, without ac- 
complishing any compensatory benefit to any- 
body. He insisted that capital invested in 
railroads is entitled to equally fair treatment 
with capital invested in any other business 
ofa legitimate oharacter. He believed the 
war at present bemg vigorously waged 


between the New York Central and the West 


Shore Roads will end in the exhaustion of 
both sides. He also expressed the opinion that 
ultimately che value of both properties will be 
restored to a normal condiuon by natural 
events and the gradual accumulation of busi- 
ness, aside from the questions now at issue in 
the current quarrel. Mr. Vanderbilt informed 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent that he now holds 
the same amount of Lake Shore that he has 
had in bis hands all along, and that he has in- 
creased bis interest in the Northwestern Road 
considerably. He considers this latter road in 
a most satistactory condition, and has no fear 
whatever as to its immediate or remote future. 

The sudden and unexpected fall in the ruling 
prices of American raile in London yesterday 
is generally believed to have been caused main- 
ly by extensive and unlooked-for sales of 
American rails by a certain small group of 
British operators. ‘These operators find it con- 
venient for their own ends to manipulate lead- 
ing stocks irrespective of the legitimate com- 
mercial demands, sometimes offering a consid- 
erable amount of stock in London and some- 
times in New York, according to the imme- 
diate end which they have in view. A large 
amount of Pennsylvania offered yesterday was 
at once taken for Philadelphia. 

IRISH AFFAIRS. 

Sir Charles Dilke, the troublesome Radical 
member of Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet, and the 
bead and front of the rebellion against the re- 
newal of the Crimes act, bas not, it appears, 
been converted by Earl Spencer, the Irish 
Viceroy. The Lord-Lieutenant has insisted on 
the renewal of the bill, and, it is thought, 
was the main influence which induced Mr. 
Giadstone to commit the Government to the 
renewel policy. When Sir Charies Dilke rebelled 
against the renewal and succeeded in splitting 
the Cabinet on the question, the Premier 
managed, itis said, to have bim invited to 
Dublin to attend the meetings of the commis- 
sion on housing the Irish poor. Asa Ministeri- 
al visitor to the Irish Capital, Sir Charies, as a 
matter of course, became the guest of the Vice- 
roy at Dublin Castle, and the bope was that 
Earl Spencer would be able, by showing him 
the Irish situation in some new light, 
to at least mitigate his opposition to the Gov- 
ernment’s announced program on the senewal 
policy. But it seems that Karl Spencer’s mis- 
sionary work bas been in vain, and that Sir 
Charles returns to London perfectly intracta- 
ble. The result will undoubtedly be a back- 
down on the part of the Government, which 
wil probably get outof its dilema by intro- 
ducing a harmless renewal bill to remain in 
force about a year.

A large majority of the 120 delegates who are 
to attend the Typographical Convention have 
arrived, and are prov.ded for at the hotels or 
at the residences ot their New York brethern 
„Big Six.” This evening at 8 o’clock there 
was an iniormal reception of the visitors in 
Irving Hall. Tomorrow morning the steamer 
Cygnus will take the visitors and invited 
guests up the Hudson as tar as Newburg and 
return. 

The business of the first day of the asesion, 
Monday next, will consist principally in 
bearing addresses of welcome and re- 
sponses, reports of the President and 
Secretary-Treasurer, and the Credentials 
Committee. Tuesday morning the convention 
wil get down to business, and the questions 
to be considered are of vast importance to the 
“printers throughout the Unised States one 
Canada. 

One of the most interesting subjects for de 
bate will be that of shorter hours. Some favor 
nine hours as a day’s work, others eight. The 
difficulty is in arranging the hours of work on 
the morning newspapers.

Demo, N. M., May 80.—|Spectal.]—Parties 
just in from Georgetown say the wildest ex- 
citement prevails there and along the Mimbres 
River, thirty miles north of bere. Six men are 
reported killed at the old Mimbres Mili, three 
mies f:0m Geo getown, A letter dated at 
that place this morning says there are 100 In- 
dians in the vicinity. Ranch men are congre- 
gating with their families in places of safety. 
Thirty-four Indians passed east and west of 
here last night, en route for Mexico. and these 
were supposed to comprise all the bostiles, but 
the report from Georgetown seems to indicate 
more Indians on the warpat than bas at any. 
time been supposed, 

According to information 3 from 
Indian scouts last night, which is authentic be- 
yond doubt, nine of Geronimo’s band on eight 
horses left Black Tanks on the south side of 
the Ficrida Mouataffis at daylight yesterday. 
They did not camp, and oniy stopped for water. 
The band originally bad nine horses, but, run- 
ning short oi provisions, k ed one borse and 
sl. cd off pieces to eat on the way. They are 
straining every nerve to make the Sierre Madre 


Mountains in Mexico ahead of the soldiers.” At 


Fort Cummings the band was three bours abead 
of the soldiers, but the troops camped, and the 
Indians lett Black Tunks six hou.s ahead of 
them. The borses of the Indians are reported 
in an exhausted condition, and the men are 
without provisions. It is barely possible 
the soldiers may overtake the Indians 
before they reach the Sierre Madres, but unless 
they udopt other measures than those they 
bave been following the Indians are practically 
out of danger, it, indeed, they ever were in 
dunger at all. The band reached Mexico some 
time yesterday, and, un.ess they camped, must 
be by this time in the neighborbood of Casa 
Grande. Tbree comvanies of cavalry and 
sixty scouts comprise the military /orces on the 
trail. 
Deming yesterday will probably return this 
evenimg or at latest tomorrow morning. The 
band which was reported Thursday evening 
traveling in the direction of the Bur o Mount- 
ains, from which nothing but rumors could be 
beard yesterday, crossed the Soutbern Pacific 
track ninety miles west of this place dy moon- 
‘ight last night. There were about twenty- 
five in the band. They followed an old 
trail over which Indians have passed on raids 
into Mex co for years. Soldiers were in camp 
about seven miles from the trail, and had been 
there for days. knowing well that the Indians 
would cross on the oid trail if they crossed at 
all in that region. The soldiers might aa well 
have camped on or oear the old trail and killed 
or captured the whole band, but it appears 
they had no desire to ki the Indians. For the 
present the raid may be considered over as far 
as the people on this side of the Mexican line 


“are concerned. Reports to the effect that Nava- 


jos and Mescaleros are on the warpath sre 
utterly untrue. The two bands of Chiricahuas 
which crossed the Southern Pacific Railroad at 
points 101 miles distant from each other will 
very likeiy meet at a point not far distant from 
Casa Grande, 125 miles suutb of this place. 
Demina, N. M.. May 80.—[Special.]—Thirty 
Indiens passed the camp of Deming last night. 
They killed five men witbin tive miles of Silver

W. J. Hill 
was attacked by an Indian on bis ranch pear 
Bear Creek, haif way between Fairview and 
Grafton, yesterday afternoon as he was pass- 
ing througb the brusb. The Indian jumped 
upon bim aad struck at him with bis gun. 
Hill grasped the gun, and in the tussleswas 
pulled from his torse. He escaped by 
running away, and the Indixyn fired at 
bim, wounding him in the arm. Hill sent 
word to Fairview, and a scouting party went 
out apd found the trail of six Indians. Acom 
pany of fifty miners and eattlemen were to 
start to the San Mateo Mountains this morning 
to hunt for Indians. Two families were a6 
corted into this town from Chloride this after- 
noon. 

There were, including this company, ahout 
200 men in the Towns of Chloride and Fairview 
yesterday. Every indication confirms fears 
already expressed that there is to 
be a general war. The Indians at 
the Mescalero reservation are reported quiet

Repre- 
sentatives of the Lavy News, Daily Telegraph, 
Morning Post, Chronicle, and Advertiser came 
together and resolved that they would no 
jonger subscribe tor matter furnished by the 
Reuter Telegram Company, and further, that 
they would at once start an agency of their 
own, each paper subscribing its proportion of 
the necessary expense. The Standard is the 
only prominent London newspaper which has 
eo far refrained trom entering the new asso- 
ciation.

But the line of fashion, how- 
ever, bas not diverged either way beyond the 
old limits. A few years ago some old familics 
who owned land in the upper part of the town 
endeavored to turu Broad street into a thor 
ougbfare for swelis. It is, indeed one of the 
finest streets in the world, and would have 
made a handsomer place of residence 
than any of the st: cets ju the fasbinnable sec- 
tion. The land-owners put up elegant man- 
sions, and some of them. in the hope of in- 
ducing others to follow tac ir example, took up 
their own residences in the new quarter. They 
felt very lonely fora time, but soon houses 
handsomer even than their own began to 
spring up all around them. It looked very 
much like success, but it was intact failure, 
flat failure. The people who came to live in 
the new bouses were nearly all of the noveau 
order, and it any of the conservative old fam- 
ines had ever thought of fo.iowing in the wake 
ot their land-owning associates, nothing under 
beaven could have induced them to do so then. 

FAWNING ON THE SWELLS. 

The rich people who tancied that by paying 
extraordinary prices for lots near the res dences 
of swells they would get their wives and 
daughters into the exclusive sets also made a 
fatal mistake. The swells gave entertain- 
ments gaiore, but they never invited any of 
their neighbors; they went out a great dea 
too, but always to the distinctively aristocratic 
neighborhood.

UNINTENTIONAL KILLING. 
HOW TNE DUUVARRTY BOY CAME TO HIS DEATH. 

At 8 o'clock Friday evening in the Town of 
Lake a l4-year-old boy stabbed and killed an- 
other boy of about the same age, Josepb Rat- 
rack, a messenger boy at the Stock-Yards of- 
fice of the Western Union Telegraph service, 
delivered a message to Dr. Hall at 1467 Forty- 
seventh street. At the corner of Forty-seventh 
and Carter avenue, on his return to the office, 
he was accosted by a gang of boys, who sur- 
rounded him, wolle one, Hugh Dougberty, de- 
manded a chew of tobacoo, tollowing up the 
demand with several biows. The other boys 
closed in, and young Ratrack, evidently fear- 
ing injury, pulled out asmall penkni.e and 
prepared to defend bimseif. Dougherty re- 
turned to the attack, when Ratrack struck bim 
once in the neck. He fell to the ground and 
Ratrack took to his heels and ran away. He 
did not know that he bad inflicted a serious 
wound, whereas the blade bad severed one of 
the main arteries. and Dougberty died a few 
minutes alter being struck. 

At the telegraph office Ratrack told the night 
operator of the encounter, and then went home. 
reporting again for duty in the morning. He 
did not hear of Dougberty’s death until 11 
o'clock, when he was arrested. The,boy was 
badly frighte and re used to be consoied. To 
the Marshal he said that he bad intended simply 
to defend bimseif against. the attacks of a 
gang of young roffans. Ratreck is the sun of 
F. P. Ratrack, a compositer Ving at No. 652 
Gordon street, and tbe bas always borne a good 
reputation. The boy who was killed was the 
son of a mechanic, and be lived at the inter- 
section of the two streets where the stabbing 
occurred. It is said that his companions have 
"substantiated the story told by young Ratrack.

SCENE AT THE WEST “SIDE UNION DEPOT ON

the massive two-herse car-track destroyer 
to the huckster’s oart. Their drivers crowd- 
ing and elbpwing each other around the stair- 
way are shouting to their victims in all the 
languages and dialects of Europe. A nonde- 


script crowd has meanwhile coliected—a few’ 


of the ordinary gapers and sightseers who al- 
ways push to the front when anything at all 
out of the common is goingon. But the ma- 
jority are the occupants of the numerous 
ilodging-houses hereabout, most of them will- 
ing to earn a dime or quarter carrying a trunk: 
a few quite as willing to appropriate anything 
portable they see a chance of getting away 
with in the contusion. Two or three officers 
with staff in band are trying to force this col- 
lection off thie sidewalk with small success, At 
the Tout of the sie inside ig Castle Garden 
ona smal! scale, rroundéd by their bhouse- 
bold goods and personal effects in sacks and 
bundles may be sten the swartby Italian and 
the florid Scandinavian, the seil-assert ing Cock- 
ney, and the coming Alderman from County 
Mayo, the Pole and the Russian are scow!l- 
ing at each other; tho Alsatian and tbe Ger- 
man are ignoring each other's existence. Many 
affecting little scenes are omg on all arouad. 
A mass of arms and legs here, which resolves 
itself into an overjoyed man embracing bis 
wife, and an assorted coljection of children 
clinging to the pair. There, a brawny German 
| weeping bitterly over bis two boys in deep 
' mourning, whose 2 most likely, bas not 
lived to see the land of promise. A sto:val 
North County Englishmau grasping the band 
of bis younger brother just arrived with the 
greatest seoeming indifference, but the muscles 
of bia fave betray him. Three little giris, the 
eldest about 8, labeled to their parents or rela- 
tives in a distant tate, have to depend for 
care and attention on their fellow-travelers. 
Thanks to kind y human nature this, from their 
appearance, has ‘not failed them. Mounting 
again to the sidewalk a stirring scene is on 
view. The drivers of the omnibuses, whose 
destination is the various depots of the city, 
are collecting their quota of passengers. Each 
man or family as they asvond, their tickets at- 
tached to ibeir hats or to the dresses of the wom- 
en, are directed and londod into the omnibuses, 
and three bundles of bedding and belongings 
thrown to the top. Those having more bag- 
gage than the driver is wijjing to carry are 
banded over to the tender mercy of one of the 
expressmen. A veritable bable of tongues is 
beard, There is a vontinun! rushing in search of 
missing members Of the flock. The heads of the 
umi, burdened with battered tinwarc, broken 
baskets, and all manner of odds and ends, gen- 
erally find someihmg missing when about to 
embark.

affairs are managed in the public institutions. 
„Judge Hawes, he said, told the grand jury 
to visit the bridewell, Infirmary, Insane Asy- 
lum, and Cook County Hospital for the pur- 


pose of ascertaining the quality of food given 


to the inmates. At all these places we found 
the quality of the provisions good and also that 
the inmates appeared to have received a suffi- 
cient quantity, but we also found that the most 
exorbitant prices were paid for the same. For 
groceries purchased in wholesale quantities we 
found higher prices had been paid per pound 
or the gooas purcbased in such quantities than 
smallest shop in the oity- would charge for 
gvods sold’ in one-pound packages. I speak 
particularily of the prices shown by the books 
at the lofirmary or Poor- House. I did not see 
the books at the other places. I wanted to ex- 
amine them, but the other members held that 
they had nothing to do with the subject and 
the sole object of the visit was to ascertain the 
quality of the stuff. At the Poor-House, bow- 
ever, I accidentaliy got a giimpse of the books. 
The prices were all S nich. as I 
have sdid. When ISspoke to the Supernntend- 
ent about it be said he had nothing to do with 
the cost of the goods, that his business witb 
reference to such matters was to check off the 
b.lis and see that the quality and weicht were 
correct. It was the AD gens. of the Couaty 
Board to fx ces and pay the 
bills. This, however, j an open ques- 
tion, and it was vo easy matter to 
find out just who was concerned about the 
cost other than the grocer bimseif, Whose. plan 
seemed to be to get all be could for his goods. 
Now, bere are some of the prices which were 
paid for the last in voice as shown by the books: 
Sal soda, worth 1% cents per pound at retail, is 
put down for five-barrel lots, wouicb 16 wholesale, 
ut 3% per pound—l133 per cent too much. By 
figuring this out I find that on the five barrels 
contained in the invoice $30 was cieared by 
somebody over and above the ordinary oust of 
such goods. Then there were several barrels 
of giucose sirup of the grade known as No. 8. 
which was invoiced at 44 cents and which is 
sold at 22 cents. Lye worth $3 per case at 
most was invoiced at $4.50 per ease; Wiek 
brooms worth 80 to 90 cents per di.zen are put 
down at $1.65 per dozen; granulated sugar 
worth 6% cents per vound is put down—or. 
rather, put up—to 7X cents per ‘pound. 
Dried apples are charged at 9 cents: 
evaporated, which are supposed to be the best 
kind of dmed applies. are only worth 7 
cents. Crackers are listed by the bakers at 5 
cents, and 
them at the same figure. Yet 1 frouad them 
charged at 6 cents. 

* When the report was bemg made up I sug- 
gested that something be said about these 
things, but the majority seemed to be against 
me. One person in particular seemed especiai- 
ly desirous of having ui! mention of the prices 
exciuded from the report. He seemed person- 
ally interested whenever the subject was ro- 
ferred to. 

** While we were at the County Hospital I 
ventured to call attention to the fact that one 
of the tables purchased new a few months agzo— 
at an exord tant price, I have no duuht—was 
warped up at the sides, spraddie-legged, aud 
ready to come to pieces. Here again I had 
touched upon a tender subject, and some of 
the members with me were so much disturLed 
by the remark that laimost ten that 1 bad 
committed a breach of decorum in alluding to 
anything so shocking. I beild ali the while that 
it was our duty to report upon any irregularity 
that came under our observation, but the ma- 
jority opinion was that we must blindfold our- 
selves to everytoing but the quality of the 
food, and we dured not ask what that cosi 
or bow or when it was purchased. 


** There is another thing I might as well men- 


tion: It was almost impossible to get any ac- 
tion upon any of the whisky cases thal came 
before as. That influence was strongly repre- 
seated in the grand jury. One of the grand jurors 
bad an antipathy for Mr. Paxton of the Citi- 
zens’ League, and whenever a witness appeared 
to make complaint be iuvariabiy asked m a 
gruff and surly maoner, Did Paxton send you 
bere?’ Sometimes, when told that Paxton bad 
not sent the witness, be would listen to we 
testimony. A great number of charges of sel 
ing .iquor to minors ahd habitual drunkards 
were Diought before us, but the record will 
show only three or four indictments. These 
were granted only in cases where the wife of the 
drunkard made the strongest possible appeal, 
deciaring that liquor made ber husband wild 
and uncontroliabie, that her life was endan- 
gered whenever he drank, and that ali other 
efforts to prevent the sale of intoxicants to 
bim had failed. Out ot the twenty-three mow- 
bers the average attendande was about 
eiguteen, and the influences that I have men- 
tioned generally had control. Tue vote on such 
matters usually stood about 10 to 8.“

The poet of pain and passion and tbirst bas 
written a new drama, and it is just out in Eu- 
gland. Tue London Times bas a review which 
is eulogistic but not exhaustive, “ Marino 
Fultero and ** Thomas Becket" will ly 
be ranked among the great works of the latter 
part of this century; though they differ in 
style as the luxuriance of Moresque archi- 
tecture differs from the pure line of the Greek.

A CRISIS IN THE HISTORY OF THE APOLLO 
CLUB—ITS HISTORY AND T STATUS. 
It is no secret to the well informed that the 

Apollo Musicai Ciub bas reached a crisis in 

its history, when the question to be or not to 

be has become the leading subject of inquiry. 

The business managers of the olud are a tritle 

Giscourged, the occasion whereof extends much 


making a record for prodacing male chorus 


i music of a high order. Mr. Dobhu's administra- 


tion came to an end with a performance of 
Schumann's Paradise and the Peri,“ the male 
chorus being reinforced by an auxiliary 
chorus of ladies. The accom pani- 
ments were played dy the Thomas 
orchestra. The choral work at this concert 
was but little better than the usual ragged 
work of amateur choruses, hampered by the 
seanty experience of the most of the mem- 
bers in fine music and the usual deficiency 
of elementary training in the use of the voice 
and in reading music. Mr. Dohn's idea of the 
correct course for the society to pursue at that 
time was substantially the same that Mr. Tom- 
Uns afterwards carried out, but for the moment 
victory inclined to the side of those who were 
determined to keep to the original program of 
the club, which was to sing part-songs for 
male voices as well as they could be sung. 
Accordingly Mr, Dohu resigned, baying, as he 
expressed it, already exhausted all that he 
knew in this line of music. The field appeared 
to him too limited for profitable cultivation. 
The selection of Mr. William L. Tomlins as 
director of the club was one of those fortu- 
nate accidents which look so exceedingly like 
a special providence. The attention of the 
late George B. Carpenter was drawn to Mr. 
Tomlins by the enerzy which he displayed in 
preparing the Ritchings-Bernard Old Foiks’ 
concert company for some special programs 
designed by Mr. Carpenter as extraordinary 
attractions in the Chicago concerts of which be 
was manager, Later, when a change in the 
direction of the club became imperative, Mr. 
Carpenter induced Mr. Tomhbus to come here, 
as he was willing todo. He began as leader of 
the music ia Christ Church in Abril, 1875, and 
commenced rebearsals with the Apollo Club in 
May. Nosooner had he got fairly to work 
than the singers began 
This spread to such an extent that by the time 
the first concert was ready to be given the pub- 
ile was considerably arousea. Tomiins set 
to work upon a wholly different plan 
from that which had previously been 
ursued. The high-class music of 
hubert, Sebumann, Wagner, end Mendels- 
sohn gave to English part-songs, ahd

The concerts covered three days, 
Theodore Thomas directing, St. Paul“ and 
“Israel in Exypt”’ being copiously drawn upon 
for their best numbers. As an example of 
Tomlins’ exactions at that time it may be men- 
tioned that he bad previousiy given the great 
double chorus, “The Horse and His Rider.“ 
with voices Alone, without any accompaniment. 
The famous duet, “The ‘Lord Is a Man of 
War,” he gave by all the basses and tenors in 
unison, the effect being something extraor- 
dinary. Previous to this the resolute way in 
which Tomlins kept the men to an easier class 
of part-songs had been generally mistaken for 
a want of inusiciansbip and inability to appre- 
ciate anything better. Not even the stupen- 
dous Glimaxes in ne St. Paul” close, at the 
words, Great is the depth,“ and in Gounod’s 
cantata, *‘ By Babylon's Wave,“ at the word 
Jerusalem were sufficient to break this 
notion. Perhaps it may have been this under- 
current of disrespect, or at

ling’ faculty as an enthusiastic Hiindelian,. 
which he came of by birthright as an English- 
man and a Orystal Palace sol-faist. 

This performance gave the present writer 
his first real conception of the innate grace 
and melodiousness of Hindel’s music, which he 
had previously known only in the more severe 
exemplifications of it in the oratorios. A more 
delicious piece of vocal work than this Apollo 
* Acis and Galatea had not at that time been 
heard in Chicago, nor one so well calculated to 
enhance the hearers’ appreciation of a com- 
poser out of a former century. Music is so 
much a matter of environment and the 
living spirit of the time in which it is 
written that it takes a vast deal 
of blowing of artistic east wind 
to make the dry bones of last century breatne 
again and live and move upon the sluggisn 
appreciation of the present. High art upon 
scientific principles **comes not,“ as the Ger- 
mans say. Art is a matter of intuition and in- 
spiration, and these bave been the methods of 
Mr. Tomlins’ working and of the Apollo Ciub’s 


progress. 
Thus in 1879 the Apollo Club had reached a 


standard of excellence far above anything ever 


known here before. The enthusiastic singers 
of that most active and usetul body, the 
Beethoven Society, were already beginning 
to realize that the time was at hand when the 
public would no longer accept intention in 
piace ot execution. While they brought out a 
succession .of fine works which afew years be- 
fore would have enabled them to bold the lead- 
ing place, they could not stand against the vo- 
eal technic and the spontaneous musical qual- 
ity of the Apollo presentations. The chorus 
Singing of the Beethoven Society was the 
ordinary chorus-stngmg of good socicties the 
world over. At times this rugged work rose 
above itself upon the wings of enthusiasm and 
accomplished effects of considerable artistic 
value. Elijah” and the Verdi Requiem’ 
were the best examples of this. Bui the vocal 
finish of the Apollo proved too much for the 
Beethoven. It entered upon a period of decline 
and expired of inanition about two years ago. 
The recent triumphs of the Apollo Club do not 
need to be recounted.

It is easy to see that all this artistic prestige 
bas been expensively acquired, Orchestras 
and solo smmgers costa great deal of money. 
Where $2,500 would take the club througn the 
yearin gorgeous style in 1873 or 1875 three 
times that amount is now needed. An ordi- 
nary concert of the club costs from 
$1,200 to $2,000. “The Rose of Sharon” 
renohed the latter figure, and the two concerts 
lost about $900. During the greater part of the 
time that Mr. Tomlins has been director the 
singers have not been called upon to pay dues 
or assessments. The financial managers of 
the club, five gentlemen, have carried the work 
along for several years. A deficit was always 
expected, When it reached no more than a 


ing. When it reached four figures, as this 
year, they do not enjoy the sensation. The 
Apollo Club is like many an enthusiastic art- 
patron the world over, who, having paid all bis 
dose money for a picture that pleased him, 
hus been bankrupted by the cost of the frame. 
The getting ready to sing costs a vast deal of 
hard work and personal sacrifice, besides a 
matter of about $2,500 for incidentals, such as 
The next $5,000 goes for 
the frame in which to show the ciub’s work— 
an orchestra, a hall, solo singers, advertising, 
ete. Thus we have the Apollo Club in the 
complex capacity of school, conservatory of 
song, artistic interprever of musical master- 
pieces, and speculator in “attraction — for it 
i¢ precisely this last that they have been 
driven to by hard times. 

In their relation to the public the Apollo peo- 
ple are neither one thing nor another. It is 
impossible to carry on a large mixed chorus as 
a social monopoly. The annual subscription 
has to be so large that wealthy society peopie 
do not care to fil it. Ever since Central Music- 
Hall was built the Apollo has appeaied directly 
to the pubiic. Its “Messiah” performances 
have made up their losses to them iu several 
years. The question now is, therefore, sup- 
posing Mr. Tomlins could be induced to forego 
the fisttering offers from: New York, in what 
way can the work of the Apollo Club*be sup- 
ported so as to leave its managers free from 
financial anxiety and from burdens which 
they ought not to bear? And 
how can the benefits of the 
artistic powers of this noble society be ex- 
tended to the largest possible part of the pub- 
lic as an inspiring and uplifting force in music? 
This is the question which must be solved now, 
within the next two or three weeks, or be 
given up indetinitly. The Apollo Club is a 
first-class artistic success. Is the public of 


| Chicago willmg to see it go down? Can we 


afford to spare a wusical director who has 
helped to do allthis? These are the practical 
points in question. 


THOMAS IN KANSAS CITY.

If Kan- 
sas City supposes that musical audiences In 
any part of the world have got beyond these 
selections, in the sense of baving become sv 
highly cultured that they can no longer derive 
from them a musical delight of high order, Kan- 
sas City has been mis nformed.

AN AMERICAN SCHOOL OF COMPOSITION. 

The novelty concerts given by Mr. Van der 
Stücken in New York this season have had the 
effect of raising anew the question of an Amer- 
ican school of musical composition. Upon this 
subject opinions vary as widely as the poles. 
There are many Germans who think that 
Americans are an unmusical race—too “ prac- 
tical” and commonplace and too poor in 
“fantasy"’ ever to amount to much as 
tone poets. There are reasons, however, for 
dissenting from this view. Americans have 
fantasy and imagination in many directions, 
else whence come the endless inventions of 
every sort, and the rain of novels, stories, etc., 
not to mention the barebones of music in our 
popular psaimody? The appearance of Mac- 
kenzie’s Rose of Sharon proves that En- 
giand is commg into possession of first-rate 
qualities in the tine of musical creation. Amer- 
joa’s turn will come next. In this connection 
Mr. Dudley Buck has written to the New York 
Tribune as follows: That America is sure to 
produce in time some great “original musical 
writer is fair to assume. That writer will be 
original in my view, however, not through 
anything distinctly American, but by bis own 
individuality per se. Look at Italy. Her 
‘school,’ technically speaking, is dying. 
Boito, Sgambati, and others certain do 
not represent the Italian idea any more than 
Saint-Saéns and (especially) Gouvy represent 
the French, or Cowen and Mackenzie the En- 
glish idea. The great classics (the Schwer- 
punkt of music, so to Speak, existing in Ger- 
many) are bound to affect all the world, and 
the men mentioned are the proofs thereof. A 
possible, or apparent, exception is Dvorak, 
whose personal acquaintance [ chance to 
possess. He proves my theory as a Bohemian 
of the Bobemians—a sort of apotheosis, artist- 
ally speaking, of gypsy music. Now then, 
with all toe world pouring its art-resuits into 
America, and more, too, ite actual nationali- 
ties, we are going to obtain in time an amalgam 
of a very strong, not to say strongest. type. 
We will have strong originalities despite the 
Jack of home protecuon which Europe has al- 
ways had; but an American school I doubt ir 
we ever will have in view of the fact that the 
ends of the earth are growing cosmopolitan.”

Never 
has there been a war but there bas always 
been a beroic band—the foriorn bope—volun- 
tecring to accomplish the daring deed; but 
hicherto there has been found only a solitary 
Frenchman venturing to flaunt upon bis breast 
a piece of stuff of so rare, so duzz ing, 
90 aegressive abue. This waistcoat becume 
their orifiamme. Like the white plume of 
Navarre, it was easily seen and it was always 
in the thickest of the figut. And the new 
scnool were always associated with ft in the 
minds of their opponents.

This motley crowd of Gautter's followers, 
clad in every ‘conceivable fantustica ity, took 
possession of the theatre at 2 o'clock, and 
awaited the performance of the new 
pray. And such apolause as they 
guve it bad never before been beard 
even in volatile France. They were 
fairly mad with ecstasy and carried the piece 
through on a perfect t de of enthusiasm. Ever 
after Victor Hugo bud a school of bis own, and 
bis admirers and imitators could be reckoned 
by platoons. But be was so immeasurably 
above them ali that bis leadership was never 
endangered. He be d che first place easily un- 
til his death, and will know no successor. 

The poet's worldly success was assured after 
the tr.umph of bis play. His home ie was ex- 
tremely bappy. He was the father of four 
beautiful children and vverytbing p: ospered 
with him until after his proscription by the 
Government and bis bauishment to tue Isle of 
Jersey. His personal appearance at this time is 
thus described: Nobmg about him was 
more striking® than his forebead, that, 
like a marble monument, rose above 
his calm and earnest cou nte- 
nance; the beauty of that torebead was well 
nigh supe human; the deepest of thoughts 
might be written within, but it was capabie of 
bearing the coronet of gold or the chapiet of 
laurel with atl’ the dignity of a Givinty ora 
Cesar. This splendid brow was set in a trame 
of r.ch chestnut bair that was allowed to grow 
to conside able length behind. His face was 
closely shaven, its peculiar pa eness being re- 
lieved by the lustre of a pair of haze! eyes, 
keen as an eagie’s. The curved lips betokened 
a firm determination; and when baif opened in 
a smile displayed teeth of dazziing whiteness, 
His attire was neat and faultiess.

At this time appeared the “ Feuillese d' Au- 
tomne, the most touching of ali bis iyrics. He 
sings no longer of the woman of his early love, 
but be dwelis upon the pruises of the mother, 
and henceforward seems to have an infinity of 
tenderness to lavish upon bis children, who, 
wn le they charmed him with their sprightly 
grace, yet brought much of anxiety and care, 
Perfect as bis marriage seemed to be, yet 60 
essentia ly was be of the Frenct Freucby that 
he could not be satisfied with ita pure and cou- 
stant joys, but must have another love outside 
its sacred preciocte—sometbing that mien 
have the charm of the unlawrul. And it was 
seon found in the person of Mme. Drouet, the 
woman who devoted the remainder of her ite 
to an enthusiast.c worship of the poet. Sue 
was beautiful, bigh-spirited, liveiy, and of un- 
flagwing spirits—oue of those women whose 
age cannot wither, and whose intinik 
variety custom cannot stale.” She was some 
what younger than Mme. Hugo, and of ao en- 
tirety olferent type. Mme. Hugo was the per- 
feet wife, the perivot mother, the perfect do- 
mestic woman, the aider of all who suffered; 
her whole ite was devoted to duty, to deeds of 
charity and k.ndness, and of seif-nbnegation. 
Nor was sbe on that account tame and unat- 
tractive; she had a gracious presence, a fine 
wit, and an appreciation of all that was best in 
literature and art. She‘ idvlized ber ch.idren 
and bad great sorrow through them Defore ber 
life’a close. The eldest daugbter wos 
drowned, the eldest son died during *‘l’anue 
terrible, and the “youngest daughter, after 
making a most unfortunate marriage, became 
insane and is still an inmate of an asylum in 
France. All these terrible trials ate into the 
beart of Mme. Hugo, who had the additional 
suffering caused by ij-beaith Guring the greater 


portion of ber life.

But far greater than all these was the suffer- 
ing she experienced when she first found the 
love which bad been given to ber in ber youtu 
transterred to another. The intimacy with 
Mme Drovet bad in it the bitterness of deatb 
for ner. She is thus described at this time: 
“A full, wel:-develuped bust, white arms of 
perfect form; a pair oi plump, delicate hands 
that a queen might envy; the bips bigb and 
setting off a fizure that was faultiess in its 
contour and flexibility.“ She performed her 
duties as hostess with infinit grace, and ner 
sulon was filed with celebrities. After the 
coup d'état Napo.eon wrote the same of 
Victor Hugo at the heud of tne list 
of the proscribed—on account of the 
course he had taken in reference to the one he 
calied Napo eon the Little, and exile was the 
only thing which remained for the family. <A 
price was set upon his bead; 25,000 francs was 
offered to any one who would either Kill or ar- 
rest bim.

Plight was die only aiternative, and flight 
was difficult at that time. Mme. D ouet did 
ail that a human beine could do to secure him 
an asylum. She applied at the doors of all 
their friends, and, undiscouraged by deniuis, 
persevered in her efforts. At last she entered 
a fiacre with bim. and with undaunted courage 
determined to escape with tim or die. The 
drive was terrivie. It was past ruined barri- 
cades and pointed cannon, it was amid drunken 
patrols thirstimg for biood, and po.ice agents in 
pursuit of honest men. From time to 
time they were stopped. Victor Hugo woud 
erouch in a corner ot the carriage wur e Mme. 
Drouet deceived the officiais. She applied ev- 
erywhere ior she ter, umong those who hai 
been most devoted to the poet and to herself,

At last the fugitives, almost sinking with de- 
spair, foued a retreat under the roof of a rel- 
ut ve of Hugo’s, who voncealed him fur five 
days, procured bim a passport, and enabred 
him to depart by way of the Northern Kuatlway 
station. His sons had been thrown into pr.son, 
aod frum their ceils could hear the : oar of 
cannon and the rattie of musketry, and feow 
time to time see groups of wounded and dying 
brought in to swell their numbers.

As it was they all expected his death at every 
moment.

NO CHRISTIAN COMMUNISM. 


SOME FEATURES OF THE BARLY CHURCH 
NOT WANTED NOW-—-THE REV. K. HEBER 
NEWTON'S SERMON, WITH A GLOWING EU- 
LOGY OF VICTOR HUGO'S LIFE AND WORK. 
New Yor«K, May 27.—Referring to the death 

of Victor Hugo, the Rev. R. Heber Newton 

said in bis sermon yesterday moroing: ** France 
lost the last week a noble man whose name 
and fame are the common property of human- 
ity. What a career of bervic steadfastness of 
aim, of lofty superiority to the groveling de- 
sires that seduce most men aside from the 
dreams of youth. What blows, as of Thor, 
against all cant and cruelty, all shams and 
fraud, all tyranntes and wrongs. Wust 
exhaustiess fertility of resources, what 
varied powers of mind. what audacity of genius 
in this poet and novelist at whose touch, subt e 
as a sprite’s, massive as a Titan's, a worid 
smiled or sobbed. Ia an age when France was 
enslaved to classic forus be gave to the French 
imagination freedom. From the artificialities 
of tradition he led literature back to nature. 

The nature to which be led man, bowever, was 

not civi.ization’s back-yard, where society's 

solled clothes are hung out to air, and where 
the symbol of realiam is the garbage barrel. 

The tather of modern naturalism, the most 

vivid of realists, be made a Frenon novel 

thrilling beyond all previous dreams of men, 

and wichal so clean and so pure that the young 
girl may read bis love-scenes aloud in the fanm- 
ily circle. 

„This nature,” continued Mr. Newton, “has 
in it the spi. it of the man who is the child of 
God, When has the angelbood of man ever 
stood forth more ¢uperbiy than in the torms 
which be bas given to the world—hbis true 
children? The poet's eye has seen within bu- 
man nature to the ange! that sleeps there walt- 
ing to be aroused— that is, human nature at its 
best, tue best to wh ch it is pressing on with 
the certainty of evolution impelled by the 
power of God.” Referring to the saintly Bishop 
of D., and che transformation of the’ escaped 
convict, Jean Valjean, to the philant hropie M. 
Madeleine, Mr. Newton said: “As we read 
aguin and again those immortal scenes, some- 
thing stirs within Gs which bids us bel eve that 
we beboid a visiOn of the coming man, the 8 
sue of this moral miracle of human education, 
the capta.ns of industry wh.ch tne world is yet 
to see upon this sell-cursed earth, and as we 
belleve we aspire. Requ escat in pace, O free- 
souled son of God! No priest's hands didst 
thou need to sure thy spirit. Thou bast gone 
bome to God, leaving the worid truer, purer, 
nobier for thy being!" 

Mr. Newton preached about “Christian Com- 
munism,.” In speaking of one striking feature 
of the average Christian—bis capacity of ignor- 
ing an unpleasant aspect of the truth which be 
belieyes—the speaker sad: On all bands one 
hears language which, if it were at once intel- 
gent and honest, would never be used. Our 
good churchmes dre ever crying for a return to 
primitive Christianity. Are they quite sure 
they realize what primitive Christianity was? 
Our text— And all that believed were together 
und bad all things in common’—gives an as- 
pect of primit.ve Christianity which one may 
well suspect does not allure the average 
churchman too intensely. One, does not find 
in the records of general cunventions the re 
ports of any committee baymg in charge the 
promotion of a return to such original 
Christianity. Our good friend, the Meth- 
odists, are continuaily lamenting the need 
of a fresh rev.val of religion, ot a new 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit. They 
preach and pray a great deal about the day o: 
Pentecost. but one does not ad in the records 
of their councliis any distressing efforts after a 
restoration of that original day of Pentecost, 
Are they in reaiity a-hungered for such a re 
vival of religion? If the outpouring of the 
spirit tor woich they pray so earnestly was 
seen to lead to a renewal of this singular ac 
tion of those first foolish Christians, would 
there beso many amens from the congrega 
Mon? 

Mr. Newton read from the Scriptures the 
story of the origina! Christian community in 
Jerusalem, which, be said, had always been a 
puzzie to students. It could not be gi.ded over 
on the theory of its having u ua me e acci- 
dent of that original lite; but, on the contrary, 
there was every indication that it was au ex vpres- 
sion of the very essential spirit of that origina! 
Christianity. Mr. Newton gave an histuricui 
skeich of Christian Communism from the time 
when the first Christlaus—the Jews—under the 
intiuences of movements of lite and thought 
working in their age, d.sgustea with the life of 
the world around them, withdrew to villages 
and more jsoluted regions, Owning their land 
iu Common and possessitg no private property. 
It was supposed that in the time of Jesus sev- 
era! tbousund Egsenes were seattered through 
Judea. They were prosperous little commuoni- 
ties, living in industry. simplicity. and peace. 
Mr. Newton traced the influences of tnese IR- 
tle brotherhoods on the mind and thought of 
Jesus. His teachings,”’ be said, “seem to 
Me to gather up whatever was valuable in the 
principies of Edsenism and to leave ben ad 
whutever was de ective in their methods; to 
vonserve ite essence while getting rid of its 
stifling torm.“)“ 

Continumg, Mr. Newton quoted, from the 
Scriptures to show the Socialistic tendencies 
of Jesus. Allowing for ail tendency to exag- 
gerute, be said, there was no escape trom the 
convicuos that Jesus did take a position of 

very striking hostility to the order of civiliza- 
tion as be fount it n his day. He evidently 
Was ut one with the Hebrew propnets in their 
radical judgments on the competitive civilige- 
tion of l-rael. It was repulsive to bim as 06 
termyg the prudrutial virtues be so lightly val- 
ued, and us cultivating the material, woridly, 
selfish instincts in which be found the secret 
of numan ill; As piginiy as words and deeds 
cou.d speak Jesus regarded competitive 
vivilization not merely as failing short of 
the divine ideals of social life. but as run- 
ning counter to them. In the monasticisms or 
the Dark and Miadie Ayes, each monaster, 
and convent a communistic society inspired 
from the spirit of Jesus, Mr. Newton found 
traces of the vision of the early church. In 
every périod of renewing light it haa come 
forth again, alluring men to seek a true buman 
brotherhved, Turbugù the per od oi the Re - 
ormation and ju the history of Protestantism 
Mr. Newton uw. in each period of quickenihg 
life, the pontinued action of the ancient spirit. 
The effurt proving hopeless in the burd-crusted 
Civiligatipn of the Old World, bands of Christian 
people of ihe seas and peopied new conti- 
nenta, r@ally belevimg that the teachings and 
example of Jesus Christ were to be literu.ly fol- 
lowed. Tus bird“ eye view of bistory,” said 
Mr. Ne n. “suffices to show that deep in the 
bear. of Coristianity there is an asp ration aftera 
social order which sbull embody the spirit of 
Jesus Christ, an aspiration wulch stirs afresh 
whenever thereis a tres inspiration from on 
high.

British Bruta ty as Shown in the Acad- 
emies and Colle-e— Fool ah Fear 
of the French. 


Loxnox. May 16.—[Special Correspondence.] 
—Yesterday evening I accompanied Mr. Walter 
Besant, the novelist, in a visit te two very in- 
teresting places. These were clubs, the one 
for working girls, the other for young men. 
They are in the very slummiest of the slums, 
beyond Whitechapel, in Stepney, about four 
miles away from the Langham Hotel and all 
that is of the West End westerly and of style 
stylish, Let me premise, bowever, that this 
part of London is of the bard-working poor, 
not the lazy and vicious. The latter may be 
found close by far more fashionabie quarters. 
One may step off Regent street and in 4 
minute fiod bimseif io filthy courts and lanes 
which are sinks of corruption. The Bust End 
of London contains a rude and often wretched 
population of half-starved young operatives 
and drunken workmen who beat their wives, 
but very tittle like what one may find, for ex- 
ample, in The Mint.“ or even in the lanes of 
the Seven Diais, albeit the latver have been of 
lute years greatly purged and policed, As a 
rule, it is the low streets bear the most aristo- 
cratic part of London which swarm with har 
lots of all ages, bullies, thieves, and worse. 

BLUEB-COAT BOYS. 

The Langham Hotel was all agog with gay 
and fashionable guests, for there was to be a 
great dinner there, at which the Prince of 
Wales would preside, anda brilliant festival 
air inspired the whole establishment. One 
driver, who was young, expressed unmitigated 
astonisnment when told whither be was to 
drive. However, we went on; and, now that I 
think of it, one might make a pleasant book on 
what ove sees in such a drive in London. One 


tem was Christ Church Hospital. with about a 


thoueand of the Blue-Coat Boys playing in the 
inclosure before it. These youths are clad in 
long yellow stockings, a very long blue coat, 
something like a robe, and a leather belt. They 
wear nothing on their beads even in the open 
ar, summer or winter, and are in consequence 
calarrh-proof. Truly the man who could in- 
dude the human race to do hkewilse 
its greatest benefactor. Nai- 
ure, to protect these yellow-legged young- 
sters, . makes their hair grow more 
beavily than that of common vos, showmg 
that toe bair and that alone is intended to be 
man’s natural beaddress and protection. There 
is something quaint and medieval in the ap- 
pearance of these youths, The institudon was 
originally intended for realiy poor boys, but 
as generations have roilet by we.i-to-do but 
thrifty peop.e have by means of influence suc- 
cveded in getting their own children or their 
relatives in to enjoy a comfortabie education 
rat is, so that when one sees a Blue Coat out 
fur the day with bis friends he is generally in 
a carriage or accompanied by people of the 
“upper shot.” As for any realy poor boys” 
beim among these privileged paupers, the 
idea is rid.cuious. There is a passage in 


the evening prayer, in which they must speak | 


of ** us poor Loys,” and I am told that this 
greativ excites the wrath of the young gentie- 
men and of their parents. For, after all, they 
are really nothing but paupers and charity 
children, living on the alms which by rights 
should go to a very different class now starv- 
ing cut in the cold. Truiy there is no country 
in the world where charity covers such a multi- 
tude of sing as in Engiand—particuiariy the 
sin of ** trover in conversion.” 


THE GIRLS’ CLUB. 

In due time we arrived at a small street. 
This was the Girls’ Club. I found there about 
thirty damscis. They were of a de- 
eidediy rougher type than any of the 
pu bi.c-echoo! giris of Philadeipbia, 
though many of the latter come 
from the poorest class. And here I have some- 
thing to say about what constitutes culture, 
manners, and decency among the poor. We 
ure always assured that the result of a highly- 
ou tured aristocracy is toset an example to the 
lower classes, and by affording models to 
raise the latter. One bears this all the time in 
BRagiand, just as one used to heur it In the South 
before the War. Weil—and what bas come of 
it ali? In the South there are the poor whites, 
of which only about one in from eight to ten 
ean read or write even now, according to the 
Bureau of Eaucation, wulle in Engiand the 
everage poor compare with the averuge poor 
Americanos of the North as brute beasts compare 
to human beimgs. Thus, in this club, whose 
members were of precisely the same class as 
many ot the pupils in Philadeipghia, I was told 
that violent outbursts of wantoo mischief and 
rea. deviltry were of common occurrence. 
About a week before a powertul girlo 16 had 
knocked down the matron and danced on ber, 
inflicting grievous injuries, and dismissals for 
rioting occur frequently. In my school in 
Philaaeipbia I had, during four years, about 
1,000 pubiie-sehool ohiidren pass under my 
care, and I never bad occasion to seriously 
speak to or dismiss but three. With this one 
exception, which was simpy of small imperti- 
nence. without violent ili-behav:or, 1 found ali 
my boys gentlemen and all the giris ladies. It 
is very true they had never had the great ad- 
vantage of a cultured and aristocratic class to 
imitate—perbaps this was the reason why m- 
stead of aping the refined they refined them- 
seives on first principles, bolding it to be better 
to be a good original than a bad copy. 

The giris in the club, as I found on inquiry, 
were employed either iu jam or match factories, 
One said she sorted wagte paper, another made 
paper bags. None oi them earned more toan 
a sh ling a day, few quite so much, 
[ was told that most of them wee 
vbabitually bung: ya very- sad re- 
fiveetion when we know that this hunger is 
seldom thoroughly alleviated. The club was 
their evening resort. There were books, and 
after 9 o'clock games adreaj:iowea, Before that 
time they are employed in needle or otber light 
work. Their employment did not seem to 
amount to much. 1 longed to sit down and 
ingtruct them in arts which would deeply in- 
terest them and which would assurediy bring 
in much more than a shbiliing a day. A very 
little inquiry among them satistied me that ir 
would be quite as easy and practicable to teach 
them as any other young people any where. 
This was the one thing wanting, and 
this would do more to muke 
them well-bebaved and awake their 
ambition than anything else. I, who have seen 
the pruct.:ca: and moral results of teaching art 
industry to such gi. is on aiarge scale, can only 
beg that ail woo bave the opportunity to carry

THE MORAL INFLUENCE OF THE SCHOOL. 
To return to the club school. This one for 
giris it bas been found exerts in every way a 
healthful moral influence. It may be said of it 
emollit mores; it softens their manuers. Such 
clubs shou d be formed in all towns for work 
girls. In them many of their members could 
in fact work all day under buppy auspices. 
From it we went to visit one for youths of the 
same class as the girls. This was on a larger 
scale and much more attractive, some of this 
being due to the fact that the members instead 
of a ehilling a year pay sixpence a monto. 
We entered a large, well-lighted, aod 
nicely turnisned room, where young men and 
boys were seated at the tables. It looked like 
a nice place to spend an evening in. It was 
gar. The gentleman in charge gives all bis 
evenings to this work. He is secretary to one 
of the greatest noblemen in England, and all 
his life and surroundings are those of wealth 
and luxury. but he devotes all his spare time 
led us 
into an adjoining room. This was large and 
with a bigh ceiling. It was a gymnasium, and 
in it youths were exercising under a teacher. 
This, I believe, is the most popular part 
of the elub privileges. Up-ataire we 
found a young lady, whose appear- 
ance denoted at a giance a high socia! post- 
tion, engaged in teaching wood-carving to a 
class of rough lads. I sbould bere state that 
there is in the club a ciass ot design and the 
minor arts, being one of those of the Home 
Arts and Industries Association, which is 
rapidly spreading all over England. I was very 
much gratified at bei introduced as the 


‘founder of this institution, and at finding a 


branch of it in the ciub. The associauon pro- 
vides teachers, bandbooks, patterns, models. 
and general directions aud advice to all such 
classes wherever established. é 

Both of these clubs had libraries and kitch- 
ens, Ordinary refreshments being suppiied at 
cost price. As ladies or gentlemen are present 
ail the time there is only an occasional out- 
burst of rowdyism. These riots do occur, bow 
ever, from time to time, the giris being even 
greater savages than the young men. . There is 
in ali countries a certain line of civilization, 
below which man is simply a wild beast, and 
the proportion of tbhia truly lower ciass or 
lower order—for it is iow—is much larger in 
England than among native Americans. 80 
much tor the refining influences of aristo- 
cratic models. 

AMERICANS ABROAD. 

And now the great exodus of American sum- 
mer travel has begun. Already the Langbam 
is overcrowded and is sending away daily the 
good people who have come over the sea. At 
every turn one meets them complaining that 
“in Eng and one bus to give so much money 
to all the servanta—it's perfectiy dreadfui,”’ 
while they themseives are the only people who 
ever do anything of the kind. Only yesterday 
an American lady complained to me of what 
sbe badto give. She bad never been asked by 
her chambermaid for a penny, yet she 
bad during weeks given the girl such 
fees as would frighten a Duchess. I 
know of a hotel which, when it was 
patronized exc.usively by Americans, only 
paid its servants haif-wages. I have known 
an American lady who gave the man who 
tended the lift half a crown daily, and half a 
I knew a vuigar oid Ameri- 
can who gave gold to every servant on all oc- 
casions.

REPRODUCTION OF PARTS OF ANIMALS. 

We see this in the production of admirably- 
formed joints in parte which were at first de- 
void of anything of the kind. I may quote, as 
an example, the case of a railway guard, 
whose arm bad been so injured that he bad 
been compelled to bave the elbow with its 
joint cuc out, but who afterwards developed a 
new joint almost as good as the old one. In 
the uninjured condition the outer bone of the 
lower arm-—the radius—ends above in a 
smooth-surfaced cup, which plays against part 
of the lower end of the bone of the upper 
arm, or bumerus, while its side aleo plays 
against the side of the other bone of the 
iower arm—the ulna—with the interposi- 
tion of a cartilaginous surface. The radius 
and ulna are united to the humerus by 
dense and strong membranes or ligaments. 
which pass between it and them anteriorly, 
posteriorly, anc on each side, and are attached 
to projecting processes, one on each side ot the 
humerus. Such was the condition of the parts 
; Nine 
years aiter the operation the patient died, and 
Mr. Syme had the opportunity ot dissecting the 
arm, which in the meantime had served the 
poor mau perfectiy well, be having been in the 
habit of swinging himseif by it from one car. 
riage to another while the train was in motion 
quite as easily and securely as 
with the other arm. examination 
Mr. Syme found that the amputated end of the 
radius bad formed a fresh polished su face, 
and played both on the humerus and the uina, 
a material something like cartilage being in- 
terposed. The ends of the bones of the fore- 
arm were locked in by two processes project- 
ing downward from the humerus, and also 
strong lateral and still stronger anterior and 
posterior ligaments again bound them fast to 
the last-named bone. It would be easy to 
bring forward a number of more or less sim- 
liar eases. The amount of reproduction of 
lost parts which may taxe place in many ot the 
lower animais is astonishing. Thus the tails of 
ligards, if broken off, will grow again, and the 
limbs of newts will be reproduced, with their 
bones, muscles, blood-vessels, and nerves. 
Even the eye and the lower jaw have been seen 
to be reproduced in the last-named animals. 
If certain worms be cut in two each baif will 
become a perfect animal, the head producing a 
new tall and the tail a new bead; and a worm 
called a pais has been cut into as many as 
twenty-five parts with a like result. But the 
most remwarkabie animal for its power of re- 
pairiug injuries is the fresh-water hydra, 
almost any fragment of whieh will, under 
favorable circumstances, grow into anew and 
entire fresh animal. It is also a notorious and 
Very hoteworthy fact that, in both man and 
the lower animais, the processes of repair take 
pace the more readily the younger the age of 
the injured individual may be.—St, George 
Autvart in Fortnightly R view.

At Moutmartre, and Belleville, and Charonne, 
and Meaiimontant, and in the slums and back 
streets of Batignolies, are hundreds of nétéis 
borgnes —low inns, often dens of infamy, 
never reputable and seldom safe which used 
to be tenanted by the proletarian. They were 
wretched ‘holes, swarming with vermin; yet 
every lotiger there could have his particular 

- hole—so metimes a mere closet, sometimes (if 
he couid afford it) a room with a freplace— 
and their proprietors did a roaring trade. But 
misery is among the proletarian popula- 
uon of the great city, and, as the call upon 
labor diminishes, tbousands upon thousands of 
working men and women are thrown upon the 
streets to beg. or starve, or steal, They must 
eat, and so, as food is the first of all necessi- 
ties, they keep the few sous which they may 
bave picked u us hope not or. minally—to 
buy bread with; and, deserting their whilom 
haunts through inability to pay their rent, go

bard-working, industrious artisans, and thieves 


and loafers incapatie of an exertion to gain 
their livelihood. Nowhere can bejseen such an 
illustration of the old proverb about misery 
and strange bed-feliows, for nowbere else is 
to be found such an exhibition of absolute 
poverty. 


HORRIBLE POVERTY. 

For poverty there is absolute and hideous, 
and, by a . application of the saw of 
cruel contrast¢, the landiords of these estab- 
lishments, with an insignificant capital, wit h- 
out a shadow of risk, without the least troubie, 
realize profits which, compared with their orig- 
inal outlay, are astounding. Everything is 
clear gain to speculators on the misery 
of their fellows; everything is receipts, notb- 
ing expenditure, and, withal, they bave the 
supreme joy, and to barpies such as y it 
is a joy, of being able to annoy their ned 
clients. . 

I know one of the guild who, with twenty-seven 
littie cham that is to say, with 150 pallets 
not fit for a decent dog to sleep upon—takes in 
rom $5 to $8 in the course of every four and
